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THE DECISION IN THE ALIZARINE 
CASE. 

Readers of the Orn, PAINT AND 
DruG REPORTER have beeu kept fully 
informed as to the status of the trade 
in alizarine, since the decision of the 
Supreme Court was announced in these 
columns three weeks ago. There has 
been more than the usual delay in ob- 
taining a copy of the decision, but we 
take advantage of our Saturday Extra 
issue to pres-nt the full text of the 
opinion of the Court at the earliest 
moment possible, the copy having been 
received frum Washington only yester- 
day. The document is an interesting 
review of the whole case. It does not 
declare the re-issued patents invalid, 
but sim}ly holds that no infringment 
was proved in the case under counsider- 
ation. The view taken by the plaintiffs 
of this aspect of the case, is indicated 
by excerpts from a circular just issued 
by them and an interview with their 
representative, which we priut in an- 
other coluuwn. They maintain that the 
lack of proof was an omissiou which 
they can easily rectify in any further 
suits they may be forced to institute, 
but in the meantime their appreciation 
of the probable effect of the decision 
is shown by the fact indicated by our 
market report in this issue, that they 
have put their price down to not exceed- 
ing forty cents for standard stocks. 
There will doubtless be free offerings of 
alizarine for some time to come, though 
it would seem to us probable that the 
keener the competition the sooner 
the foreign makers wili agree upon a 
combination to control prices iu the 
United States. It will beseen that Mr. 
Pickbardt, as stated in his interview 
with our representative, denies the in- 
tention of his firm to enter iuto any 
form of combination with dealers, but 
it is by no means certaip, so far as we 
can learn, that their principals abroad 
will not enter into a convention with 
other makers to control prices at the 
source of supply. 

Following is the full text of the 
Supreme Court decision.

If the claim of reissued letters patent No. 
4.821, Division B, granted to Charles Graebe 
and Charles Liebermann, April 4th, 1871, for an 

“improvement in dyes and coloring maiter 

from anthracine,” (the original patent. No. 95, 

465, having been granted to them October Sth, 

1869,) namely: ** Artificial alizarine, produced 

from anthracine or is derivatives by either of 

the methods herein described, or by any other 
method which will produce a like result,” is 
construed 80 broadly as to cover a dye-stuff, 
imported from Europe, made by a process not 
shown to be the sume ag that dcscribed in No. 
4.221,and containing large proportions of col-

Mr. Justice BLATCHYORD delivered the opin- 
ion of the Court, on the 14th of April, 1884 
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NEW YORK, SATURDAY, MAY 3, 1884, 


This is a suit in equity, brought in the Cir- 
cuit Court of the United Statesfor the South- 
ern District of New York, by Eadische Anilin 
and Soda Fabrik, a corporation organized un- 
der the laws of the Grand Duchy of Baden, in 
the Empire of Germany, against the appellants, 
for the infringement of reissued letters patent 
No. 4,321, granted to Charics Graebe. of Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main, and Charles Liebermann, of 
Berlin, Prussia, April 4th, 1871, for an “im- 
provementin dyes or coloring matter from 
anthracine.”” The original patent. No. 95,465, 
was granted to the same persons, October 5th, 
1869, foran “improved process of preparing 
alizarine.” It was reissued on two separate 
amendcd specifications, Division A and Divis- 
ion B. No. 4,321 is Division B. 


The following is the text of the specifications 
of No. 4.821 and No. 95, 465. Reading in it what 
is outside of brackets, and what is inside of 
brackets. omitting what is in italics, gives the 
specification of No. 4,321. Reading what is out- 
side of brackets, including what is in italics, 
omitting what is inside of brackets, gives the 
specification of the original patent: “ Be it 
known, that we. Charles Graebe, of Frank fort- 
on-the-Main, and Charles Liebermann, of Ber- 
lin, in the Kingdom of Prussia, have invented 
au [new and useful improvement in the mapu- 
facture of alizarine;] process for preparing 
alizarine from anthracine; and we do hereby 
declare the following to be a full, clear and ex- 
act description thereof, which will enable those 
skilled in the art to make and use the same. 
We first change the anthracine into anthraki- 
non (oxanthracine), a substance known to [the] 
chemists by the investivations of Anderson. 
For this purpose we take one part, by weight, 
o* anthracine, two and balf parts by weight, of 
bichromate of [potash,; polassa, and ten or fif- 
teen parts, by weight, of concentrated acetic 
acid, ani we beat these substances together in 
a vessel, either of glass or clay, to about 100 
deg. centigrade to 120 deg. centigrade, till 
nearly all of the bichromate of [potash] potassa 
is dissolved and the liquid has acquired a deep 
zreen color. We then recover the acetic acid 
not consumed in the reaction by distillation, 
ucd treat the residuum with water to remove 
the chromic acetate. From the insoluble mass 
we obtain the anthrakinon in a pure state by 
distilling the whole from a retort of glass or 
iron. In the place of the acetic acid, sulphuric 
acid, diluted with one or two parts of water, 
may be employed. Insteadof the method just 
described, we ulso employ the following one: 
We heat the anthracine in a vessel of gluss 
or of clay, with ten parts of concen- 
trate! acetic acid, to about 100 degrees 
centigrade or a little higher, and we 
add nitric acid of 1.3 specific gravity, in small 
portions, till the violent reaction ceases. After 
distillation of the acetic acid we purify the 
residuum as befure. We then convert the an- 
thrakinon, prepared by one of the methods de- 
scribed into bibromanthrakinon. For this pur- 
pose we take three parts of anthrakinon, five 
paita of bromine, and we hea: these substances 
for ten or twelve hours. or until nearly the 
whole of the bromine has disuppeared, to a tem- 
perature, by preference, of about 100 deg. cen- 
tigrade, in a suitable, close vessel, either of 
glass or enameled or glazed iron, which is capa 
bie of sustaining the pressure [which is) gene- 
rated by the reaction. The apparatus is then 
ullowed to cool. Itiso ened in order to permit 
the escape of [bromic] hydrubromie w id, which 
can be recovered by absorption either in water 
or in an alkaline solution. We purify the bi- 
bromanthrakinon remaining in the vessel, asa 
solid substance, by crystallization from benzole. 
Instead of the method above described for pre- 
paring bibromautbrakinon, we also employ the 
following: We convert first the anthracine into 
a bromine derivative, into the tetrabroman- 
thracine, known to chemists by the investiga- 
tions of Anderson. We take one part ot this 
tetrabromantbracine, and we heat it in a retort 
of glass or clay with about five parts of nitric 
acid of about 13 specific gravity to 100 deg. 
centigrade, as long as vapors of bromine are 
evolved. We distil off the greater portion of 
the nitric acid, wash the residuum with water, 
and purify it by crystallization from benzole. 
We thus received the bibromanthrakinon, as 
before, in the form of a yellow, solid mass. We 
then convert the bibromanthrakinon into ali- 
zarine. For this purpose we take one part of 
bibromanthrakinon, two to three parts of caus- 
tic potash or soda, and so much water as is ne- 
cessary to dissolve the alkali, and we heat the 
whole ia an open vessel of glass, glazed or en- 
ameled iron, or silver, to about 180 deg. to 260 
deg. centigrade for onc hour, or [till] until the 
mass has acquired a deep blue color. We then 
dissolve it in water, and filter the violet solu- 
tion, from which we precipitate the alizarine 
by an inorganic or organic acid. We collect 
the yellow flocks of alizarine thus obtained on 
a filter and wash them with water. By these 
methods we receive the alizarine in a form in 
which it can be employed in the same manner 
as the different preparations from madder. In 


the place of bromine, chlorine [also] may also 
be employed, but not so conveniently, as the 
reactions abode described are more @ifficult to 
accomplish with chiorine than with bromine. 
Having thus deseribed the nature of our inven- 
tion and the manner of performing and carry- 
ing out the same, we would have it understood 
that we do not confine ourselves to the exact de- 
tails hereinbefore given,” 

The claim of 4,821 is as follows: ‘Artificial 
alizarine. produced from anthracine or its de- 
rivatives by either of the methods herein de- 
scribed, or by any other method which will 
produce a like result.’”” The claim of the orig- 
iual patent was in these words: “The within 
described process for the production of aliza- 
rine, by first preparing bibromanthrakinon or 
bichloranthrakinon, and then converting these 
substances into alizarine, substantially as above 
set forth.” 

The bill of complaint alleges that No. 4,321 was 
issued “fora distinct and separate part of the 
same invention, on a corrected specification,” 
on the surrender of No. 95,465; and No. 4,321 
states, on its fuce, that, on such surrender, new 
letters were ordered to issue “on two separate 
amended specifications.” But Division A, No. 
4,320, is not in the record before us. The bill 
alleges the infringement to bave been commit- 
ted by making, selling, or using the invention 
or dyes containing it. The answer denies the 
manufacture of alizurine, but avers that the 
defendants have solid in the United States ali- 
Zarine lawfully made in Germany, and im- 
ported as an article of commerce, which was 
not made by the process described in No, 4321, 
or any process substantially the same, but was 
made according to processes which were in- 
vented subsequently to the date of No. 95,465, 
andare the subject of different and indepen- 
dent letters patent. The answer also avers 
“that alizarine is a natural product, baving a 
well known definite vonstitution; that it is not 
a composition of matter within the mcaning of 
the statute, but has been well kuown in the 
arts, from time immemorial, for the purpose of 
dyeing, and has generally been extracted from 
*madder root,’ and from other analogous pro- 
ducts, by various processes suitable for that 
purpose; that, therefore, there can be no 
valid patent granted for alizarine; and 
that No. 4,331 is void.” The answer 
refers to “ Watts’ Chemical Dictionary, pub- 
lished before 1869, under the title Alizarie, to 
sbow that alizarine was well known long before 
the said patent; and also sets up that the 
satent had expired because prior patents 
«ranted to the patentces in foreign couutries, 
for the same invention, had expired. 

Proofs were taken, and, on final hearing, the 
Circuit Court decreed that No. 4.821] was valid, 
and bad been infringed, and ordered a reference 
us to profits and dawages, and a perpetu:! in- 
junction against the making, using, or selling 
of the article desiguated in No. 4,321 ** artiticial 
alizarine,”’ or dyes containing the invention 
described in and secured by No. 4,321. After- 
wards, there was « final decree against the de- 
fendants for $13,326 65 and costs, of which 
$12,871 86 was for profits made by the defend- 
unts, “by the sale of artificial alizarine, in in- 
fringement” of No, 4221. From this decree 
the defendants have appealed. 

This reissued patent No. 4,321 has been adjudi- 
cated in the Circuit Courts in several cases. It 
was before the Circuit Court in Massachuset’s, 
in February, 1878, and the decision of Judge 
Shepl:y isin Budische Anilin and Soda Fabrik 
v. Hamilton Mfg. Co. (8 Banning & Arden, 235 
and 13 Of. Gaz., 272). It was also before the 
Circuit Court tor the Southern District of New 
York, in September, 1878, and the decision of 
Judge Wheeler is in Badische Anilin and Soda 
Fabrik v. Higgin, (15 Blatchf. C. UV. R. 290, and 3 
Banning & Arden, 462, and 14 Off. Gaz,, 414). 
‘The decision of Judge Wheeler in the present 
case, in April, 1879, is in 16 Blatehf. C. C. R., 
155, and ia 4 Banning & Arden, 215. The patent 
was also before the Circuit Court,in Mussa- 
chuzetts. in September, 1879, and the decision of 
Judge Lowell is in Badische Anilin and Soda 
Fabrik v. Cummins (4 Banning & Arden, 489). 
in all of these cases the validity of No. 4,21 
was sustained, 


In the case before Judge Shepley, it was held 
that No. 4,321 was a valid patent for a manufac- 
ture and composition of matter. an artificial 
dyc- stuff, called artiticial alizarine, being a new 
product, produced by a new process, not a 
chemically pure alizarine, but having com- 
bined with the alizariae in it, anthrapurpurine, 
isopurpurine and other bodies, not kuown to 
bave existed before they were produced by 
Graebe and Liebermann, the presence of some 
of which bodies appeared to much enhance the 
value of the dye-stuff. It was decided that the 
defendants had used that article. 


in the case against Higgio, it was held that 
the product of the process described in No. 4321 
contains isopurpurine, anthrapurpurioe, mo 
noxanthraquinone and other ingredients,which 
were not only not ingredients in pure alizarine 
or madder alizarine, but did not exist in any 
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dye-stuff with chemically pure alizarine, C,;, Hs 
O,, before that of Graebe and Liebermann, and 
are useful coloring agents, so that the product 
invented is a new composition of matter. It 
was decided that the defendants had used or 
soid dye-stuffs substantially the same, though 
claimed to be the product of a different process. 

In the present case, it was insisted in the Cir- 
cuit Court, by the defendants, that the patented 
product was the same thing as the natural dye- 
stuff. alizarine, found in the root of the mad- 
der plant, and chemically known by the for- 
mula C,, Hg O», and not patenable. But it was 
decided that the article which Graebe and 
Liebermann had made synthetically irom 
anthracine, though having the same chemical 
formula as madder alizarine, was ¢ssentially 
different, in capabilities and properties, from 
chemically pure alizarine, madder alizarine, or 
any coloring matter before known; that the 
article dealt in by the defendants was produced 
by the process of United States letters patent 
No. 151,536, granted July 28, 1874, to Heinrich 
Caro, Charles Graebe and Charles Liebermann ; 
that the use of suiphuric acid, in the process of 
the latter patent, performs the same office, in 
the same way, as the bromine in the process of 
No. 4,321; and that the products of the tro 
processes are identical. 

In the case before Judge Lowell, he held that 
what Graebe and Liebermann sought to dis- 
cover, and supposed they bad discovered, was 
the alizarine which is the dye-stulf of madder; 
that what is called “artificial aizarine” con- 
tuins important dyeing substances not found in 
madder, namely antbrapurpurine and isopur- 
purine (accordingly as these may be two sub- 
stances or one and the sume substance) and 
tlavopurpurine,which substances produce valu- 
able effects not produced by any extiacts from 
madder: that, although the defendant tosisted 
that those new purpurine’ were not fuund in 
the artificial uiizarine made by the bromine pro- 
cess of No, 4,321, aud were found only in artifie 
cial alizarine made by methods invented since 
Graebe and Liebermann invented that process, 
and the evidence un that point was in much 
contlict, yet it was shown that pure alizarine, 
pure isopurpurine and pure ftlavopurpurine 
were all contained in the patented article; that 
the artificial alizarine of No. 4,32: is diferent in 
some important respects from any article 
known before; that the new urticle of manu- 
fecture cluimed in No, 4,821 was new in fact; 
and that the infringement was made out. 


In Watts’ Dictionary of Chemistry, volume 
1, page 113, published ia 1366, Alizarin is stated 
to be a red coloring matter obtained from mad- 
der, first prepared by Kobiquet and Colin, This 
was iv 1826. The correct formula of alizarine, 
Cy, Hg Og, was first arrived at by Strecker, in 
isué. Ic means that there are 14 atums of car- 
bon, 8 atoms of hydrogen, and 4 atoms of oxy- 
gen, in each molecule, At this stage Graebe 
and Liebermann took up the subject, and 
treated madder al.zarine with the view of de- 
termining what was its mother substance, 
‘they tell the story themselves, in a paper 
in the record, entitled “Artificial Alizar- 
ine, which isa translation from the original, 
prepared in German by them, contained in 
the Official Report of the Vienna Exhibition of 
1873, and also published separately in 1876. They 
heated madder alizurine with zinc dust, and 
made the alizarine give up its 4 atoms of oxy 
wen, and take up2 atoms more of hydrogen, 
They thus obtained a bydro-carbon, identical 
with that found in coal-tar, cailed anthracine 
and having the formula C,, Hy. They then 
conceived the idea of converting antbracine 
into alizarine. Anthracine was difficult to ob- 
tain, and the experiment was conducted on a 
small scale. But it resulted in the process des- 
cribed in No. 4,321, of converting anthracine 
into antbrachinon, the formula of which was 
Cy, Hg Og, and then beating the anthrachinon 
with bromine and obtaining bibromanthrachi- 
non, and heating that with caustic potash or 
soda and obtuining alizarine. Graebe and 
Liebermann thus svived the problem of the 
synthesis of alizarine. It was a matter of great 
scientific interest, and gave them much reputa- 
tion. The paper states that the first method 
described in No, 4,321 for preparing the bibro- 
mauthrakinon was 80 laborious that they de- 
vised the other method described, of first cone 
verting anthracine into tetrabromanthracine, 
and then treating that with nitric acid to obtain 
bibromantbrakinon. “This method,” they 
state, “made it possible to obtain the alilzarine 
more readily, and aroused hopes of its techni- 
cal execution,” although it involved two more 
reactions than the first method. 

Io regard to the alizurine thus obtained, the 
game paper says: ‘The artificial alizarine, be- 
sides having the same composition, had also 
the same properties as vegetable alizarine. In 
bydrated alkalies it is soluble, witha blue vio- 
let to purple color. The eolutions of the alkali 
salts give, with lime, baryta, lead, iron, alumi- 
na and tin salts, lakes corresponding to the 
madder lakes. Cloth pnoted with mordant 
dyes exactly alike with both coloring matters 
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From these salt like compounds yellow flocu- 
lent alizarine is set free by the addition of a 
mineral acid. The artificial coloring matter 
shows the samesolubilities, and the solutions 
of the alkaline salts the same absorption spec- 
tra, which are known of the natural coloring 
matter. The free coloring matter sublimes in 
beautiful yellow to red needles, which cluster 
together like feathers. On oxidizing with 
nitric acid, phtalic acid and oxalic acid are 
formed. Heated with zinc dust, the artificial 
alizarine is again converted into anthracine.” 

The paper then proceeds. *“The above meth- 
ods, which now, from a technical point of view, 
have only a historic interest, and are, there- 
fore, described without further detail, make 
up the subject of the patents taken out in Eng- 
land on the 18th of December, 1868, and then 
aleo in France, Prussia, most German States, 
Austria, Russia and America.’’ The provision 
al specification deposited in the English Patent 
Office, December 18th, 18¢8, which was the date 
of the patent, gives ashort description of the 
process and says: “The alizarine prepared in 
this artificial way is perfectly pure, and can be 
employed in all the applications for which the 
different preparations of madder are used.” 
The full specification, filled June 17th, 1869, is 
substantinily identical with the specitication of 
No. 95,465, and claims “the artificial production 
of alizarine, by first preparing bibromanthra- 
kinon er bichloranthrakinon, ard then on- 
verting these substances into alizarine,as ere } 
in described.”’ 

In turther pursuing the history of the matter 
the same paper proceeds: “The discoverers of 
the synthesis of alizarine soon found it neces- 
sary toenter into cunnection with some large 
dye factury. This was necessary in order that 
the raw material could be more easily obtain- 
ed, and that the experiments could be made on 
a large evale and further developed. This 
could be done best with an establishment al- 
ready in existence, where the doubtful quer- 
tion, whether this might be the basis of an in- 
dustry, with hopes of success, could be solved. 
One of the chief difficulties experienced was 
the fact that the raw material was not only 
known in commerce, but also in the tar tndus- 
try, and it was difficult to say whether it could 
ever be obtuined iu sufficient quantity. It was 
also doubtful whether the artificial alizarine 
could compete with the natural. Furthermore, 
there was much difficulty in transferring tho 
above methods to a large scale. Graebe and 
Liebermann, therefore, entered into connec- 
tion with the Baden Anilin and Soda Works, in 
Ludwigshafen, on the Rhine, the largest works 
of the kind in Germany, even on the Continent. 
(Originally, the experiments were limited to 
the purification of the anthracene and the 
manufacture of anthrachinon by the second 
mentioned promine method, because this, not- 
withstanding its difficulties, showed some hopes 
of success.]'’ The passage above in brackets, 
by another translation, reads thus: **The first 
trials principally embraced the purification of 
anthracene, the manufacture of anthrachinon. 
andthe practical application of the second 
above mentioned bromine method.as the same, 
notwithstanding the great difficulties, still 
gave assurance that it could be used practi- 
cally.” 

The paper then goes on: “The latter” (mean- 
the second mentioned bromine method) “was 
dropped as soon as the observation was made 
that the alizarine could be made more simply 
by means of anthrachinon sulpho-acids. 
Graebe and Liebermann had’ originally at- 
tempted to obtain antbrachinon sulpho-acids, 
by acting on anthrachinon with sulphuric acid. 
But they made the mistake of using too low 
heats. Thetcwperatures they omployed were 
not high enough, being not greater than those 
generally employed in the prepsrati-n of sul- 
pho-acids. They bad also been misled by the ob- 
servation that antbrachinon could be sublimed 
unchanged from s‘rongly-heated sulphuric acid 
Therefore they hoped little from sulpho-acids, 
and gave all their attention to improving the 
above m:thods. This mistake was avoided,and 
the modification of the synthes's of alizarine, 
which forms the basis of the industry of to- 
day, was discovered first by Heinrich Caro 
who, asan officer at the Baden Anilin and Soda 
Works, made it his task to give, in combination 
with Gruebe and Liebermann, life to the ali- 
zarine inéustry. Caro first noticed that anthra- 
chinon, if heated with sulphuric acid to above 
200 deg., would give sulpho-acids, which, on 
fusing with bydrate of potash, tormed alizar- 
ine, the same as the br. mine compound, 
Perkin noticed the same fact shortly after or at 
about the same time. This method was further 
deve’ oped by Caro and the original discoverers, 
and the English patent was taken on June 25th, 
1869, (Caro, Graebe and Liebermann, English 
patent, 1869, No. 1,936.) The patent of Perkin 
is dated June 26th, (Perkin, English patent, /869, 
No. 1,948.) Iwo methods were discovered, 
analogous to the two bromine methods. In the 
first and most important, the anthracene is oxi- 
dized to anthrachinon; this is converted into 
sulpho-acids by heating with sulphuric acid to 
2U0 deg. to 260 deg.; and these, by the beautiful 
method of Kekue, Wurtzand Dusart, by fusing 
with caustic potash or soda, are converted into 
alizarine. The first process is, therefore, iden- 
ticai with the tirst bromine method given above. 
In the second method, the sulphuric ucid acts 
on the anthrachinon in such a manner that, be- 
sides the anthrachinon monosulpho-acid, as 
principal product, a small amount of anthra- 
chinon bisulpho-acid is also formed. This was 
subseyuently determined analytically by 














































































alizarine, and 


Graebe and Liebermann. In the patent only 
the anthrachinon sulpho-acids are mentioned. 
From analogy, Perkin, in his paper, (Jour. 
Chem. Soc., (2) viii, 133. and Ann. Chem. 
Pbarm., clviii, 335,) considered the bisulpho- 
acid only. It is also formed in larger quantity 
by the excess of acid he employs in his method, 
than itis by the method of Caro, Graebe and 
Liebermann.” 

The reactions in the second method are then 
given by formulas, in reference to avthrachi- 
non monosulpho-acid and anthrachinon bisul- 
pho-acid, and it is then said: ‘’On fusing the 
two sulpho-acids, they give al zarine, exactly 
like the monobrom- and bibrom-anthrachi- 
non. The anthrachinon bisulpho-acid behaves, 
for the greater part, if not altogether, like the 
monosulpho-acid, and furnishes, instead of 
the corresponding bioxyanthrachinan,” (which 
is the alizarine of the process of No. 4,321,) 
“essentiaily trioxyanthrachinon., the isopur- 
purin,” They then give the two sets of chemi- 
cal equations, one preducing alizarine and the 
other producing is»purpurin. Further on, in 
the same paper, they say: ““As far as has been 
observed, it seems that only the anthrachinon 
monosulpho-acid will produce alizarine, while 
the anthrachinon bisulpho-acid produccs iso- 


| purpurin.” 


In an article by Graebe in the New Hand- 
book of Chemistry, published in 1871, he had 
said: “Alizarine. lizaric acid, madder_ red, 
matiere colorante rouge, first prepared from 
madder by Rubiquet and Colin (1826;) artificially 
by Graebe and Liebermann, (1868,) from an- 
thracine. Formula, C,,He0,, is derived from 
antbracine, and is to be considered as byoxyan- 
thrachinon, C,4,H¢(0_)"’ (OH),.” 

In another publication by Graebe and Lieber- 
mann, in 1863, they had said: “By treating 
alizarine with zine dust,a hydro-carbon wus 
produced, having the composition C,,Hj9. and 
coinciding exa.tly in its properties with an- 
thracine. . . . . According to our experi- 
ments, alizarine, which is bence a derivative of 
anthracine, must bave the formula C,,Ha,.” 

In another publication by them, in 1869, they 
bad said: **We have produced trom anthracine 


artificial alizarine. The properties of the pro- 


duct obtained by us, ag well as the culors which 
we have produced with the same on mordanted 


cotton, exhibit perfectly the identity of the 
artificial alizarine with that obtained from 


madder root. . . . . The methods which 
have led to the above results, and which we 


shall describe later, confirm the accuracy of 


the rational formula for alizurine, recently ad- 
vanced by us."" Again, in a further publica- 
tion in 1869. they had said: “In our first notice 
we have already hinted that we have detccted 
no difference between the natural and artificial 
that the very characteristic 
colors which both possess, when fixed on cot- 
ton mordanted with alumiua and iron, are per- 
fectly identical. We believe, therefore, that it 
is with one and the same chemical individual 
we have to deal, and not with isomorous com- 
pounds, of which an extraordinarily great 
number is conceivable, and of which an ex- 


ample already existe, as we have binted, in 


chrysophanic acid. In conclusion, we will cali 


attention to the fact that our production of 
alizarine is tre first example of the artificial 


formation of a coloring matter occurring in 
plants.” 

The various papers thus referred to are, it is 
understood, put in evidence, by stipulation 
with like effect as ifthe authors of them had 


testified to the facts stated in them. 


Tn Prussia, a patent for five years was grant- 
ted to Graebe und Liebermann, March 23d, 1869, 
for their bromine process, on condition that it 


should be put into practical operation in 12 


months within the Kingdom, On the 7th of 


July, 1870, after several notices to them, the 


patent was declared extinct, because proof bad 
not been produced of the carrying out of the 
patented methods, In view of what Giacbe 


and Liebermann toemsel ves state, in the publi- 
cation before cited, it is manifest that the Prus- 
sian patent was revoked because the process 
described was nota practical one. 
nothing practical until the salpho-acid dis- 
coveries were 


There was 


made. In regard to this the 
paper first cited says: “The patent of Uaro, 


Greebe and Liebermann is dated one day 


carlier than that of Perkin. 
is to be placed in the date, then Caro must cer- 


If any value ac ail 


tainly be mentioned first, since the application 
fora patent by the German chemist was de- 
layed by an error. The signing took place at 
the patent agent's in Berlin. In reference to 
the above two English patents, Perkin and the 
Baden Anilin and Soda Works, proprietors of 


Caro and Graetve and Liebermann's putent, 


made an agreement in consequence: f which 
the patents became common property. By the 
publication of these patents, the sulpho-acid 
methods of preparing alizarine became known, 
and a series of works were erected in States 
which gave no, or insufficient protection 
to the patentees."”” This shows that the only 
methods practiced commercially were the sul- 
pho-acid methods. The English patent for the 
bromine methods expired December 18th, 1871, 
for the want of payment of a further fee. 

The statement of Graebe and Liebermann is, 
that Caro discovered that, by using antbrachi- 
non with sulpburicacid; he could obtain sul- 
pho-acids, and then, with hydrate of potash, 
procure alizurine, “the same as the bromine 
compound,” that is, the alizarine of the process 
of No. 4,821; but that the bisu!lpho-acid process 
developed by Perkin, produces not the aliza- 
rine of the process of No. 4,821, which is bioxy- 
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anthrachinon, but trioxyanthrathinon or iso- 
purpurin. Thearticle sold by the defendants 
is this last substance, made by the bisulpho- 
acid process, carried on abroad atthe present 
day, and containing large proportions of color- 
ing matters notshown to be found to any prac- 
tically useful extent in the alizarine of the 
process of No, 4,321, such as isopurpurine or 
anthrapurpurine, oue or both—two articles if 
they are different, or one, if they are the same, 
as seems to be shown. No. 4,321 furnishes no 
test by which to identify the product it covers, 
eXcept that such product isto be the result of 
the process it describes. The process by which 
the defenduant’s article 1s made is not shown to 
be the same process asthat described in No. 
4,821. Graebe and LieLermann, as appears from 
their own statement, experimented with sul- 
phuric acid and failed. It was not obvious that 
sulphuric acid would accomplish any result, 
nor was it obvious howto employ it. Theirex- 
periments with it led them to hope little from 
it, and to withdraw their attention from it and 
devote themselves to improving the bromine 
and chlorine methods, They state that Caro 
avoided their mistakes, and was the first to dis- 
cover the modification which led to success, 
and that Perkin was an independent discoverer 
of it about the same time. It is, therefore, im- 
possible to say tbat the sulphuric acid process 
was a known equivalent process at that time. 
Itiseasy now, after tue event, for scientific 
men to say, with the knowledge of to-day, that 
the thing wasobvious. But the crucial facts 
contradict the assumption. 

It does not satisfactorily appear that the 
process of No. 4,321 will produce the defend- 
ant’s article to any usetul extent, if at all. The 
processof No. 4,821 never was, and is not now 
practically carried on anywhere. The article 
of No. 4,321 was called ‘artificial alizarine,”’ 
and the article now in the market is called by 
the same name, but the identity, in the sense 
of the patent law, between them and betwecn 
the processes for producing them, is not shown. 

The English patent to Caro and Graebe and 
Liebermann having been granted June 25th, 
1869, and the full specification filed January 
Lith, 1870, au application for a patent in the 
United States for producing artificial alizarine 
by the sulpho-acid processes, wus filed by them 
January 26th, 1870. It was granted us No. 154,- 
536, July 28th, 1874. The full specification of 
the English patent and that of No. 154,536 are 
identical, The specifications state that the in- 
vention relates to improvements on the in- 
vention described in the English patent to 
Gracbe and Liebermann, of December 18tb, 
1868, and in No. 95.455, “in which the prepara- 
tion of artificial alizurine is based upon the 
action of caustic alkalies upon bibromantb- 
rakinon or bichloramtbraknion.” They then 
proceed: “We have now discovered that asim- 
ilar result may be obtainnd by substituting sul- 
phuricacid for bromine or chlorine in the 
ubove process. We thus obtain the sulpho 
acids of antbrakinon, which, by being dissulved 
in and heated with an excess of caustic alkali, 
are converted into alizarine. This invention 
relates to improvements in the production of 
coloring matters,and more especially to im- 
provements in the method of producing what 
is known as artificial alizariue,from anthracine, 
a method of producing which was described in”’ 
the English patent of December 18th, 1848, and 
in No. 95 465, “and consisted in the production 
of artificial alizarine by converting anthracine 
into either bibromanthrakinon or _ bichlo- 
ranthrakinon, and then acting upon the same 
by means of an alkali, and precipitating the 
alizarine conta‘ned in the alkaline solutions by 
means of an acid. In the complete specification 
of the aforesaid letters patent granted to 
Charles Liebermann and Cha’les Graebe, two 
different series of processes are described for 
obtaining the brominated or chlorinated 
derivatives of antbiakinon. In _ the first 
of these processes, the anthrucine is 
submitted to the action of oxidizing 
agents, as is well understood, and the 
oxidizing anthracine or antbrakinon is then 
treated with bromine or chlorine. In the sec- 
ond of these processes. the anthracine is ffrat 
treated wich bromine or chlorine, and 3ubse- 
quently submitted to an oxidizing process, in 
order that the desired compounds, videlicit, 
bibromantbrakinon or bicbluranthrakioon, 
may be obtained. In an analogous manner, we 
now employ sulphuric acid asa substitute for 
the bromine or chlorine employed In the pro- 
cesses above referred to,and we thus obtain 
the sulphuric acid derivatives of anthrakinon, 
which we cull the sulpbo-acids ot anthraki- 
non.” The specifications then go on to de- 
scribe the two new processes. The first is, to 
alter the anthrakinon by heating it with sul- 
phuric acid. The product is then put in suolu- 
tion and treated with cirbonate of lime, and 
then with carbonate of potash or of soda, and 
potash or 8uda salts of the sulpbo-acids of an- 
thrakinon are produced, These are treated 
with caustic sodaor potash, under neat, and 
the artificial alizarine is precipitated by an 
acid. In the second process, anotbracine is 
hea:ed with sulphuric acid, the product is put 
in solution, and treated with peroxide of man- 
gunese, under beat, Caustic lime is then added 
in exces?, till there is an alkaline reaction, the 
mixture is then tiltered and carbonate of pot- 
asb or soda is added to it, aad the potusbh or 
soda salta of the sulpho-acids of anthrakinon 
are produced. These ure treated with caustic 
potash or soda, under heat, the product is put 
in solution, and the artificial alizarine is pre- 
cipitated by an acid, It is stated, in regard to 
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this substance, made by either of these two 
processes, that it “‘may be employed for the 
purposes of dyeing and printing, either in the 
same way as preparations of madder are now 
used or otherwise.”” In each of the two speci- 
fications there are two claims, in these words: 
“I. The manufacture of coloring matters by 
submitting anthrakinon tothe action of sul- 
phuric acid, so as to obtain soluble compounds, 
which we have called sulpho-acids of anthra- 
kinon, treating the products of such operation 
with an alkali, and precipitating the coloring 
matters therefrom by means of an acid, as 
herein described, 2. The munufacture of col- 
oring matters by submitting anthracine to the 
action of sulphuric acid, oxidizing the product 
thereby obtained, heating such oxidized pro- 
duct with an alkali, and subsequently precipi- 
tuting the coloring matters therefrom by 
means of an acid, as herein described.” 

After the granting of the English patent for 
the sulpho-acid process, on June 25th, 1869, to 
Graebe and Lieberman, and their application 
for the United States patent on January 24th, 
1870, it became apparent that the sulpho-acid 
processes und products were to be commercially 
valuable. Then, during the interval of the 
four years and a half delay in the issuing of 
No. 154,526, No. 95,465 was surrendered and re- 
issued in two parts, April 4th, 1871, one for the 
process and the other for the product, the 
claim in the latter, No. 4,32!, being so worded 
as to cover “artificial alizarine, produced from 
anthracine or its derivatives, by either of the 
methods herein described, or by auy other 
method which will produce a like result.” 
Afterwards, Graebe and Liebermann assigned 
the two reissued patents of April 4th, 187i, to 
the plaintiff, on March Ist, 1872. 

It is very plain that the specification of the 
original patent, No. 95,465, states the invention 
to be a process for preparing alizarine, not asa 
new substance prepared for the first time, but 
as the substance already known as alizarine, to 
be prepared, however, by the new prccess, 
which provess is to be the subject of the pat- 
ent, and is the process of prepariog the known 
product alizarine, from antbracine. The speci- 
fication states that “the alizarine” is precipi- 
tated, that “the yellow tlocks of alizariue” are 
obtained. and that “the alizurine’’ is in sucha 
fourm that it can be employed in the same man- 
ner as the different preparations from madder: 
and the claim is fur the “process for the pro- 
duction of alizarine.”” The provisional spccifi- 
cation deposited in England, December 1{8th, 
1808, states that “yellow flocks of alizarine are 
precipitated,” and that “the al‘zarine prepared 
io this artificial way is perfectly pure;"’ and the 
full specification, filed in England, June 17th, 
1869, claims “‘the artificial production of aliza- 
rine.” No other conciusion can bu reached 
than that Graebe and Liebermann, in the speci- 
fication of No. 95,485, intended by “ulizarine’, 
the chemical substance known by the formula 
A,pHe9>», and thought that was what their pro- 
cess produced. There is no suggestion of anthra- 
purpurinejor isopurpurine, or of any process for 
producing them. Their published statements 
show that it was the synthesis of the alizarine 
of madder which they were making, the speci- 
fication of No. 95,465 shows that nothing else, 
and it is not contended that the clizarine of mad- 
der contains antbrapurpurine or isopurpurine, 
Itis very clear, from the testimony,thut it is to 
anthrapurpurine or isopurpurine that the arti- 
ficial alizarine sold by the defendants owes its 
efficiency as a dye-stuff, and its practical suc- 
cess in the market, and that such product is 
produced by the bisulpho-acid process of Per- 
kin; and is not satisfactorily shown that the 
monosulpho-acid process of Curo ur the bro- 
mine process of No. 4,321 will either of them 
practicaliy produce that subject. 

Inasmuch us the defendant's article is pro- 
duced from anthracine or its derivatives by 
some method, and is a dye-stuff called artificial 
alizarine. it is contended that the sale of it in- 
fringes No. 4.321. The articles in market, call- 
ed artificial alizarine, at the present day, are 
substances all of which are made from anthra- 
cine,but they vary all the way from nearly pure 
alizarine, made by the mono_ulpho-acid pro- 
cess, through the products of the bisulpho-acid 
process which contain combinations of aliza- 
rine and antbrapurpurine, up to an article of 
pure purpurine, free from alizarine. Ali of 
these are used as dye-stuffs, according to the 
shade of color and other qualities desired. The 
specitic article put in evidence in this case as 
an infringement contains about 60 per cent of 
antbrapurpurine, It is claimed by the plaintiff 
to be the artificial alizarine described in No. 
4,321,and to be physically, chemically, and in 
coloring properties similar to thut. But what 
that is is not detined in No.4,32l,exvept that it ig 
the product ofthe } rocess described in No.4,321. 
Therefore, unless it isshown that the process 
of No. 4,321 was followed to produce the de- 
fendant’s article, or unless it is shown that that 
article could not be produced by any other pro- 
cess, the defendant's article cannot be identifi 
ed as the product of the process of No. 4,321, 
Nothing of the kindisshown. On the other 
hand, the defendant's article is made abroad 
and by a process different from that «f Ne. 
4,321l. It, therefore, cannot be the product of 
that process. If the words of the claim “by 
any otber method which will produce a like re- 
sult” mean any other methoé which will pro- 
duce the only product mentioned in the des- 
cription, namely, alizarinc, as then understood, 
having the formula C,, Ha O,, the defendant's 
article is not that product, for it contains other 
dyeing ingredients which the alizarine of th’ 





patent does not contain. Ifthe words of the 
claim are to be construed io cover all artificial 
alizarine, whatever its ingredients, produced 
from anthracine or its derivatives by methods 
inveuted s nce Graebe and Liebermann invent- 
ed the bromine procese, we then have a patent 
for a product or composition of matter, which 
gives no iuformation as to how it is to be iden- 
tified. Every patent for a product or compo- 
sition of matter must identity it so that it can 
be recognized aside from the description of the 
process for making it, or else nothing can be 
heid to infringe the patent which is not made 
by that process. 

The Circuit Court found as a fact that the de- 
fendant’s article was produced by the process 
described in No. 154,536 Butit regarded that 
process as the same process chemically as the 
process of No. 4321, on the view that the bro- 
mine used in the latter was merely a vehicle, 
and in the former sulphuric acid was substitut- 
ed as a vehicle, and, though superiur, perform- 
ed the same office in the same way; and 8v, a8 
it regarded the two processes as the same, it 
held the two produc's to be the same, Wecon- 
sidered it, however, to be established that the 
defendant's article is not made by the process 
of No. 4,321, but is made by the bisulpho-acid 
process of Perkin, which yields anthrapurpur- 
ine, and which, while it may involve the pro- 
cess of No. 154,536, goes beyond it. The bisul- 
pho-acid process putsintwo atoms of anby- 
drous sulphuric ac'd instead of one, and uddi- 
tional oxygen is carried in, and authrapurpur- 
ine is produced, the formula of which is C,, He 
O,. Asite from this, it is shown that the dye- 
ing qualities of the defendant's article depend 
on the anthrapurpurine or isopurpurine it 
contains, and not on the alizarine. As the only 
alizarine mentioned i1 No. 95,465, or in No. 4,321, 
is alizarine the formula of which is C,y Hg Oy», 
the alizarine of madder, the process described 
in those patents, to be a sufficient support fora 
valid patent. as being properly described must be 
a@ process which will produce that article and no 
other; and Nv. 4,321, to be valid as a patent for 
a product, must be a patent which will produce, 
by the process it describes, that article and no 
other. Unless that process will practically 
produce the defendant's article, No. 4,321 is not 
infringed; and it is nct established, by the evi- 
dence, that it will. 

There is another view of the case. Accord- 
ing to the description in No. 95,465 and in No. 
4,221, and the evidence, the article produced by 
the process described was the alizarine of mad- 
der, huving the chemical formula C,,4 H, O,. 
It was an old article. While a new process for 
producing it was patentable, the product it- 
self could not be patented, even though it was 
@ product made artificially for the first time, in 
contradistinction to being ¢«liminated from the 
maddcr root. Calling it artificial alizarine did 
not make it a new composition of matter, and 
Patentable as such, by reason of its huving 
been prepared artificiully for the first time 
from anthbracine, if it was set forth as uliza- 
rine, a well known substance. [The Wood 
Paper Patent, 23 How., 566, 593.] There was, 
therefore, no foundation for reissue No. 4,32), 
for the product, because, on the description 
given, no patent for the product could have 
been taken out originaily. 


Still further, the claim of No. 4,321 is nota 
claim merely for the product of the process de- 
scribed in it, but isa claim fur anything which 
may be called artificial alizarine, produced 
from antbracine or its derivatives, by either 
ofthe methods described, or by any other 
method, equivalent or not, which will produce 
anything culled artificial alizarine. The scope 
of such a claim is seen in this suit. An article 
is sought to be covered, by the reissue, which 
it is demonstrated Graebe and Liebermann 
never made by their bromine process, which 
they knew that process would not prvuduce, 
which they recognized as produced first by 
some one else by a different process, and which 
has become the subject of a large industry 
abroad and an «xtensive use in this country, 
through discoveries made, as they ackuowl- 
edge, since their bromine process was invented. 
After tiiose discoveries were made, after it was 
sveu that ih» bisulpho-acid process would pro- 
duce di sirable dye-stuffs, and could be worked 
practically and profitably to that end, it was 
sought to control the market for the product 
in the United States by obtaining this reissue 
No. 4,321. 

We have not deemed it necessary to consider 
more particularly the question » bether the re- 
issued patent. No. 4,321, is or is not for a differ- 
ent invention from that described in the origi- 
nal patent. It certainly is, unless the product 
claimed in the reissue is precisely that product, 
and no other, which the process described in 
the original patent produces. There can be no 
better evidence, as against the appellee, of what 
that product is, than ibe declarations of the 
origiual patent itself, and of the patentees else- 
where, as ulready shown. Nor have we deemed 
it necessary to inquire or determine whether, 
even it the product claimed in the reissue were 
the same as that which the process described in 
the original patent produces, it could have been 
made the subject of a reissued patent at the 
time when, and under the circumstances in 
which, this reissue was made. It is so clear 
that the defendants are not shown to hive in- 
fringec, that we have not deemed it nece-sary 
to consider other questions any further. 

It resuits, from these considerations, that, if 
the claim of No. 4,821 is to be construca so 
broadly as to cover the defendant's article, it is 
wider in ita scope than the original actual in- 
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vention of Graebe and Liebermann, and wider 
than anything indicated in the specification of 
the original patent; and that, if it is to be con- 
strued so as to cover only the product which 
the process described in it will produce. it is 
not shown that the defendant's article is that 
product or can be practically produced by that 
process. In either view, the decree of the Cir- 
cuit Court must be reversed, and the case be 
remanded to that court, with direction to dis- 
miss the biil of complaint.

The Badische Company in its cir- 
cular, commenting upon the effect of a 
narrowing down by the Supreme, Court 
of the construction of the law bearing 
upon re-issued patents says : 


“Obviously this change of construction of 
the patent reyuired to be supplemented by 
proof that the dyestuff imported by the Messrs. 
Cochrane was made abroud by the process cov- 
ered by the Graebe and Liebermann original 
patent,but this proof, in the opinion of the 
Court, was wanting to the full extent required. 
* * * It would Lave beena very easy thing 
for us,in case it were legally possible to cn- 
large a record on appeal, to have shown that 
the process employed in the manufacture of 
the imported dyestuff, was substantially the 
same as that set forth in the Graebe and Lieb- 
ermunn original patent, and that the resulting 
process * * * wassubstantially the same as 
the product necessarily resulting from the 
Graebe and Liebermann patented process, 

“Our proof in the case was also defective in 
not showing that the Graebe and Liebermann 
process was practically worked by us by the 
uid of bromine and chlorine as a radical, in 
place of sulpho acids, and that the same iso- 
meric purpurines are regularly obtained in the 
ordinary course of manufacture, whether bro- 
mine. chlorine or sulpho acids ure employed. 
This proof we can, as many of you may know, 
supply without the least difficulty. 


“We are now engaged in fitting up a place 
here where we will manufacture the commer- 
cial dyestuff, artificial alizarine, according to 
the process described in the original patent,No. 
95,465. dated October 5th, 1869, in order to show 
to the judges, to the lawyers, and to 
apy one who desires to sees it, the prac- 
ticability of working the original process 
on a manufacturing scale, and, side by side, 
we will also manufacture the dycstuff 
with the aid of sulphuric acid, in order to show 
tbat with bromine the process is as readily car- 
ried out practically as with its equivalent sub- 
stitute, sulphuric acid, and that the resultant 
dye-stuff produced by the aid of either vehicle 
* * * is avsolutely identical, * * * and 
also absolutely identical with the commercial 
artificial alizarine, manufactured, sold and 
used in Europe, and with that which was sold 
by Cochrane, Cumwins and Higgin. 


* When we prove, as we most certainly shall 
in the next case of infringement which arises, 
that the Graebe and Licbermann original pro- 
cess 1s practically worked at our establishment, 
and that if the price of bromine should fall 
Jower than that of sulphurie acid, it would at 
once be used in preference in manufacturing 
the commercial product, there will be no 
longer any donbt as to the capacity of the pro- 
cvss of No. 4,321 to produce the same com- 
mercial product, and not other or different 
from that which is produced by sulpho-acid.” 

On receipt of the circular,a summary of 
which is given above, a representative of the 
OLL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER called upon 
Messrs. Pickhardt & Kuttroff to learn further 
particulars in regard to their attitude on the 
present situation. In answer to a remark of 
the reportes to the effect that they did not ap- 
pear to consider the present decision as a 
very serious blow to their rights, Mr. Pickhardt 
replied, “Certainly we do not. On the con- 
trary, our patent having been through the 
crucible and baving been in effect pronounced 
valid by the Supreme Court, we should stand 
upov firmer ground than ever before iu any 
further proceedings to protect ourselves and 
our principals against iafriogers. It is a fact 
that we are debarred by this decision from re- 
covering damages in this particular case, but 
the important point here is that the reason 
given by the judges for denying us such re- 
covery is simply that the lower court erred 
in not requiring of us certain proofs of a char- 
acter which we can easily supply now that we 
know it to be required.” 

“Then you will defend the claims of the 
Gracbe & Liebermann patent until its expira- 
tion?” 

“We certainly shall,for the court has in 
effect declared it to be a valid patent, and has 
also practically instructed us as to the proofs it 
will require of us.” 

“What will be the effect of the present agita- 
tion upon the price of artificial alizarine?” 


“That I cannot of course tell at present, but 
we shall be governed by the course of prices 
upon the other side. You intimated in an edi- 
torial recently that a combiuation in our inter- 
est was in process for the purpose of keeping 
up the prices here. You can state pusitively 
that we have not combined or negotiated with 
any one for the purpose of keeping up prices 
here,and that we shall not make any such com- 
bination. Your own market report will show 
our attitude on this question and will support 
our assertion that woe propose to adopt prices 


that will make it worth the while of consumers 
to buy of us aud avoid infringement.” 

In a conversation with Mr. Ernest Sehlbach 
on the effect of the decision by the Supreme 
Court, he stated that, in his belief, the decision 
sustains every position taken by the defend- 
ants counsel from the beginning, both as to 
law und fact; and that the right to use artificial 
alizarine made in Germany by the sulpho-acid 
process, or any other of the processes by which 
itis made, or ever bas been made, is fully 
assured to the public. 

*The Court decides,”’ he said, “that if the 
product of the process is the alizarine which 
was known before Graebe’s patent, then that 
product cannot be covered by any patent be- 
cause it isold. If, onthe other band, the pro- 
duct is a miscellaneous composition of alizarine 
and anthra-purpurine, which is the fact in 
respect to almost all the artificial alizarine 
used, then such a use is no infringement of the 
patent for several reasons; first, because it is 
made by other and subsequent y invented pro- 
cesses, which Graebe admits to be different 
from his; second, because it is not the product 
described in the patent; and thirdly, because 
the patented process never has produced these 
various compositions, and Graebe and Lieber- 
mann have proved in their published state- 
ment, that their process cannot produce them 
to any practical extent, if at all; and lastly, that 
the Graebe and Liebermann process is nota 
practical one, and never has been put into use, 
and that their Prussian patent was cancelled 
by the Government because it was not capable 
of being reduced to practical use,” 

Mr. Sehlbach also said that he now proposes 
to sell the artificial alizarine which he has Le.e- 
tofore enjoined from seiling, and does not con- 
sider there is any possible danger that any one 
will be enjoined from using it. He maintained 
that if the threats made by the agents of the 
Badische Company us to further suits were 
earried into effect, the damage would be to 
that company and not to his customers using 
the alizurine.

Vegetable Oils. 

Linseed oil continues steady at 57@58e for 
city Calcutta. State Calcutta oil is offering at 
56c, and Western ditto. The demand is grad- 
ually improving, but not to the extent ex- 
pected. A change in values was looked for 
before this and, as one crusher remarked, “the 
market has not remained so ateady for some 
years at this time of the season.” 

Crude cottonseed oil is not offering so freely, 
but there are no buyers at the prices demand- 
ed. A prime article will bring 35c, but no 
higher bids have been mude since Wednesday's 
issue. Holders decline to sell under 3°@38e, 
but it is said 36c will buy strictly prime in some 
hands. An attempt was made last Monday 
among Memphis crusbers to form a combina- 
tion similar to the Compress Company. Of the 
nine mills in that city. eight of them agreed to 
pool their issucs, with a view to decrease the 
cost uf crushing and make the best u.arket pos- 
sible for cottonseed products. The Planters’ 
mill declined to be bound by the action of the 
meeting, and will continue on an independent 
basis. Further particu'ars will be given in the 
regular issue of th's paper on Wednesday. Con- 
siderable interest is manifested in the conven- 
tion next week in St. Louis, and a large atten- 
dance is ex pected. 

Refined cottonseed oil has undergone no im- 
provement. Prime summer yellow is still 
lingering around 42¢, but the feeling continues 
weak. An cffort was made on Thursday to 
dispose of a lot at 4i4c, represented to bea 
prime article, but the offer was pot accepted. 
Other offerings were subsequently made at 
42c, and on Friday several sam) les were shown 
on ’Change atthe same figure, without tran- 
sactions. In a jobbing way. 43}c is being 
realized by come dealers fur prime summer 
yellow, and 45c t r cooking grades. The vol- 
ume of business hus been noticexbly smaller 
than usual for some days, but whether it is to 
be attributed tothe general disorder incident 
to the near approach of the time for the re- 
movalof the Prodnce Exchange, or to the 
legitimate and natural course of things, yet 
remuinsa question. Tank bottoms and cot- 
tonseed stearine are also dull and only nominal 
in value. 

Ceylon cocoanut oil is without any new feat- 
ures to report. Business in thisarticle is rather 
dull at present, It remains steady at former 
quotations of 7%c for spot and 7}¢c for late 
shipment. There i+ very little cochin oil on the 
market; no large lots are ot tainable, and limi- 
ted parcels command 9c. For May shipments 
8i4c is asked and 8c for later shipment. There 
have been no transactions to arrive since last 
report. Cuban oil is devoid of interest and is 
nominally quoted at 74@8c. 

There is apparently no market for palm oil. 
The dullness is general, all inquiry baving sub- 
sided. Prime is still to be quoted at 94@10}¢c, 
and off quality at 64@8ce. 

Olive oil remains in the same position for 
spot and jobbing at %@92c. The week has 
been bare of large transactions. A slightly 
easier feeling is to be noted for etock to arrive, 
Olive foots are quiet, very little business being 


reported. Values have not undergone any 
change.

Lard oil is still fluctuating between 70@72\4c. 
The latter is the asking figure for prime city, 
but in special cases of accommodation 70c will 
be ace pted for large lots. A higher price than 
7234¢ is being realized by some presscrs, for the 
reason that trade is principully confined to 
small sales. 

Refined whale oil is without material change. 
The easy feeling continues, but not to the ex- 
tent of forcing stocks. A betterinquiry would 
likely strengthen the views of holders, but in 
the absence of any manifestation of interest, 
holders are still disposed to entertain {proposi- 
tions of easy terms. The crude market con- 
tinues to be ruled by a firm feeling, 

Refined sperm oil is between the two er- 
tremes, and is neither firm or easy. The vievs 
of buyer and selier seem to have been amalga- 
mated, and in this c »ndition the market is rest- 
ing on a quiet basis, with no prospective ele~ 
ment in view to disturb values. 
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Cod oil is unusually quiet. Holders of New- 
foundiland oil treat the bear arguments with 
indifference, and are not disposed to shade 
former quotations, Prospective buyers are 
looking for lower prices and limiting their 
stocks to immediate wants. Ina jobbing way 
the range is i2@iic according tothe views of 
holders. 

Crude menhaden oil of this season’s catch 
from the South is out of the market, the lot 
offering as stated in last week's issue, having 
been sold on private terms for consumption. 
The lot consisted of 42 bbls, and was held at 
500. Old oil is stil] offering at 50c, but the views 
of buycrs range between 4¢@iic. New oil is 
Offering at the South f o b at4ic. Pressed 
grades are quict and unchanged. 

Bank and straights have no demand to speak 
of,and holders are more anxious to meet the 
views of buyers. There has been no move- 
ment of stocks for weeks, and anything that 
would give an impetus to business is very de- 
sirable at the moment.

Paraffine oils are rather quiet, and the tend- 
ency is still strong for maintaining former quo- 
tations on first class grades of 25 gravity. There 
are offerings of good, fair culored oil betwee 
24and 25 gravity at 12k¢c, but the weak cold 
test is its chief drawback. Trade in these low 
gradesison an average better than the de- 
mand for better qualitics. The price isthe 
bait which catches the purchaser who is not 
over exact as to quality. We have sales of 300 
bbis 25 gravity at 13}4c, 400 bbls ditto at tc, 250 
bbis 24 and 25 gravity at 12k<c, and 300 bbis giit- 
edged stock of 25 gravity at lic. There is noth- 
ing new in 28 gravity. Some brands are offer- 
ing at 9c on the New York dock and otbers are 
held firmly at 9c in a large way, or I(c for 
small lots. The business is by no means large. 
A sale of 500 bbls was made on private terms. 
Very little interest is m nifested in 30 gravity. 

Neutral oils are still on the market at ali 
Prices and in various grades. Strictiy bloom- 
less, hght oils are held at usual quotations, but 
in some instances regular prices are shaded by 
first bands. The class of oils having a slight 
bloom are offering at enticing figures, with no 
trade tospeak of. There has been no large 
movement of accumulated stock of pgocd 
gradcs in tome hands; wants of consumers are 
easily supplied. Munufacturers who are with- 
out supplies to mect regular demand. report a 
stronger inquiry for their brands. The desire 
to slaughter oils at expense of manufacturers, 
in order to mect competition in acid treated 
grades, has disappeared and the various brands 
are standing on their own merits. Consider- 
able correspondence resulted from the recent 
warfare. and the quiet feeling ruling now is to 
be attributed to the better understanding 
which nuw exists between the interested purt- 
ies. Charges of gross misrepresentation and 
extortion were made, and all on account of 
outside interests getting the upper band of 
city firms. 

Cylinder stocks are without any special feat- 
ure. The views of manufacturers continue at 
variance. There isno uniform price curreut 
and buyers find a different value placed on the 
6ime quality of oil by the respective hvulders. 
The market maintains its usu»! firmness, hov - 
ever; trade is slow and confined to small quai - 
tities. This is more noticeable in light filt« red 
grades. The wide range of prices for dark 
steam refined bas afforded a subject for com- 
meot; the inside fizures of 11@!2c are for West- 
ern oil in first hands and the outside limit of 
18¢c is fora city brand in a large way. We 
hear of no transactions worthy of note. 

Black reduced oils are in a slightly better 
position for certrin grades. There is some 
anxiety to unload stocks of 15 cold test at 
easier figures and we hear of 1,000 bbls in lots 
chauging hands on private terms, but believed 
to be at rather low fieures: This isan unusual 
transfer of such stock for this season of the 
year. Summer oil is moving off in moderate 
quantities at 7}4c, which is the established rate 
for city delivery. Buyers pay this figure with- 
out question as it is che cheapest oil on the list 
at thut price, Manufacturers are indifferent 
regarding trade in summer oil and are not

Since our Wednesday's review crude oil cer- 
tificates bave hada net advanee of 5% cents 
per barrel and the speculation on both Ex- 
changes has been very liberal. Conducive to 
this better and higher range of values bas been 
the well established tact that the Macksburg 
district asa producing territory bas resuited 
in little more than a fizzle. Then, a decided 
movement has been inaugurated by the pro- 
ducers in the Pennsylvania districts to cease 
the promiscous and haphazard drilling. About 
twenty of the more prominent producers have 
had several meetings in this city on the ques- 
tion. Their deliberations haye not been made 
known cxcept that they are determined to ma- 
terially curtail the production. Another influ- 
ence favorable to a higher market has bven 
the universal desiie to “squeeze” the big 
“short” interest, ‘Ihe market was largely 
oversold aud at the first indication of a tura in 
the tide the bears rushed to cover and in their 
wild scramble they have pushed the figures up 
from 94i%e (the final on Tuesday evening) to 
$!, which was paid to-day. 

Yesterday it became known that Mr. James 
R. Keene, who was forced to succumb on 
Wednesday owing to his insane policy of issu- 
ing “puts” and * privileges’’ on the stock mar- 
ket, bad also been dabbling in oil; that he had 
issued “privileges” on about 1,500,000 bbis at an 
uverage price of 94c. He was therefore greatly 
interested in sustaining the situation; although 
he was badly shaken up by bis Wall street fi- 
asco, he still had sufficient stumina to force 
crude certificates away from the figures which 
would have engulfed him. It is said that he 
received outside assistanve. In the advance 
thus brought about two members of the con- 
solidated Exchange were forced to throw up 
tbe sponge; they were Messrs. H. W. Stocker 
and H, M. Whitelaw and 209.000 bbis were 
“bought in” for them under the rule, 

Speaking of Wednesday in detail, 16, 38,000 
bbbis changed hands on the two Exchanges at 
MQG@I%{e, closing at £654@v6%. The clos- 
ing tone was very firm. A _ further 
improvement was noticed at the open- 
ing yesterday morning, but when 99c had been 
paid aselling movement by those anxious to 
-@ ure “long” profits broke the figures to 9.54 ; 
the final was at 9634c. Sules on the two Ex- 
changes 21,829,000 bbis. 

To-day the “bulls returned to the attack; 
heavy buying orders were given and from 9c 
there was a rush upward to $1; then a slight re-

A long memorial to Congress, signed by 
nearly all the prominent members of the dye- 
stuffs trade in this city, has recently been for- 
warded to Washington, and published in the 
New York daily press.

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ARTIFICIAL ALIZARINE, 


There has been little change in the 
Position of artificial alizarine in this 
market since our issue of last Saturday, 
in which the voluminous decision of 
the Supreme Court in the Cochrane 
case was printed in full, together with 
comments from the parties directly in- 
terested in that important suit, who 
evidently hold diametrically opposite 
views as to the practical effect of the 
decision. It seems to be now abun- 
dantly confirmed that the convention 
of manufacturers on the other side has 
prohibited the exportation to the 
United States to all of its members, ex- 
cepting the Badische Anilin and Soda 
Fabrik, which company has for so 
many years enjoyed a monopoly of 
this market under the now famous 
“*Re-issued patent No. 4,321.” It ap- 
pears with equal certainty that at least 
two firms in this city, other than the 
agents of the Badische Company, have 
alizarine in stock or on the water bound 
for this port, and that whatever legal 
complications may result on either side 
of the ocean, consumers here will be 
able henceforth to obtain a plentiful 
supply of this valuable dyestuff at 
prices proportionate to those ruling in 
the European markets.

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COTTONSEED CRUSHERS POOLING 


THEIR ISSUES. 


As announced in Saturday’s issue of 
the REPORTER, eight of the nine cot- 
tonseed oil companies in Memphis have 
formed a joint stock company under 
This action was 
taken on Monday, April 28th, the only 
dissenting voice being the representa- 
tive of the Planters’ mill, who was op- 
posed to combinations on general prin- 
ciples, but signified his willingness to 
enter into an arrangement by which 
a uniform price could be maintained, 
and to insure a faithful observance of 
the rates agreed upon, his company 
would give a bond. The matter was 
discussed pro and con by the sixty or 
more persons present, among whom 
were many heavy stockholdersin the 
The sentiment of the meeting 
was strongly in favor of reducing the 
expenses of crushing, limiting compe- 
tition and dispensing with the services 
of middlemen, and this could only be 
accomplished they decided, by organ- 
An asso- 
ciation was objected to by the minority 
on the ground that it would open the 
field for new mills and the argument 
was advanced that outside capitalists 
were already prospecting in Memphis 
with the view of establishing plants. 
No doubt they found the territory so 
well occupied that some of the pres- 
ent mills could be purchased at a much 
lower figure than it would cost to erect 
new ones. At all events, the conven-

The Boston wholesale dealers in 
paints, oils and varnish, have organ- 
ized an association called the ‘Paint 
and Oil Club,” the objects of which 
are for the free discussion of all mat- 
ters pertaining to business and culti- 
vation of social intercourse—ruling out 
all religious and political subjects. 
Topics for discussion are carefully se- 
lected and with the view of enlighten- 
ing the trade on business points. The 
club meets on the second Saturday of 
each month and the members are 
regaled with a sumptuous repast, at 
the conclusion of which the after din- 
ner speeches are participated in by one 
or more of Boston’s noted citizens, who 
attend by appointment and have their 
addresses prepared fur delivery. This 
is an attractive feature of the meetings, 
and as each member is privileged to 
invite one or more friends, no difficulty 
is experienced in obtaining the required 
number to fill the seating capacity. 
The club is thoroughly organized, hav- 
ing a full board of active officers, whore 
business it is to gather information for 
the benefit of tha trade and communi- 
cate it to the club. The affairs of the 
association are also regulated by a set 
of by-laws—in fact nothing is wanting 
to insure a prosperous and interesting 
career for the ‘‘Paint and Oil Club” of 
the Hub. The gentleman who con- 
ceived such a brilliant idea ought to be 
made an honorary member and have 
his life size portrait suspended above 
the President's chair. Although but 
two regular meetings have been held, 
the members are enthusiastic over the 
innovation, as it enables them to be- 
come better acquainted and cements 
their friendly business relations. If 
any petty jealousies did exist, they 
have given place to a better under- 
standing and harmonious action. It 
was truly a “consummation devoutly 
to be wished.” What brighter picture 
can be presented than a company of 
business competitors gathered around 
a festive board enjoying each other's 
wit and wisdom and on the best of 
terms with one another? The good 
feature of the whole thing is, that the 
friendship thus displayed, is practical 
and lasting. All differences of opinion 
in business matters are to be arbitrated 
by a committee of the club, and the 
vexatious annoyances incident to law 
suits will thus be avoided. Like a

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THE GLASSWORKERS’ LATEST 
MOVE. 

The formation of an international 
glassworkers’ union, as proposed by 
the American workmen is another at- 
tempt to control the glass industry not 
only of this. country, but of the whole 
world. The gigantic project has for 
its object the union of all the industrial 
forces identified in any way with glass 
manufacture, and the success of the 
plan now maturing means a powerful 
combination that will be in position to 
dictate to employers; regulate and limit 
production as well as importation, and 
be the chief instrument in directing 
supply and demand. Two representa- 
tives of “the American workmen are 
now on their way to Belgum to unfold 
the plan of organization and have the 
glassworkers of England, France, Bel- 
gium, Germany and Italy represented 
at the convention to be held in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., next July. But it is doubt- 
ful whether the foreign toilers can be 
influenced to give their support and in- 
fluence to an organization which would 
be entirely in favor of American glass- 
workers and American glass at the ex- 
pense, probably, of glass interests in 
the old world. 

The importation of labor is still be- 
ing discussed by Congress and it is pro- 
posed to hamper the various industries 
by enacting a law to prohibit the em- 
ployment of foreign labor under cer- 
tain circumstances. A bill has been 
reported favorably to the Senate which 
provides a penalty of $500 for every 
agreement, expressed or implied, made 
with an alien before leaving his native 
land, and for advancing the cost of 
transportation or promising to secure 
the same to any place within the juri- 
diction of the United S tates. It also 
provides that it shall be a misdemeanor 
for a master or other officer of a vessel 
of American registry to knowingly 
bring from any foreign country into 
the United States any alien who is 
under any agreement prohibited by 
this act, and that such misdemeanor 
shall be punishable by a fine of not 
more than $1,000 for each and every 
alien so transported on his vessel. In 
the event of the passage of this bill, 
when friction causes a rupture between 
capital and labor, the wheels of in- 
dustry will have to stop as the oppor- 
tunity of engaging foreign labor can no 
longer be taken advantage of. 





THE PROPOSED ORGANIZATION 
OF OIL PRODUCERS. 


The Oil City and Bradford papers 
acknowledge that they are in the dark 
regarding the movements of the oil 
producers, but take it for granted that 
they know their business better than 
the newspaper critics. The Hra is not 
enthusiastic over the scheme, like its 
Oil City contemporary, the Derrick, 
that has been agitating the subject 
“‘first,last,and allthetime.” The Bliz- 
zard purposes awaiting further de- 
velopments before passing sentence on 
the contemplated movement, thus sav- 
ing the organization from being killed 
in its infancy. The vail of secrecy 
which hides the actions of the pro- 
ducers in this instance was found ne- 
cessary, perhaps, to prevent agitation 
in the press until the result was reach- 
ed. What was accomplished has not 
been disclosed; meanwhile the trade is 
on tip-toe of expectancy. 

The oil producers are not the only 
active business men who have recently 
struck the keynote of success in regu- 
lating production, sales and prices. 
The tendency of the times is towards 
combinations, and in various trades we 
hear of formations of ‘‘pools” that a 
few years ago would have met with 
fierce opposition. Ruinous competition 
is the secret of the radical change, and 
thus far the new departures have given 
entire satisfaction, with the exception, 
perhaps, of the late quinine syndicate.

These expenses include grind- 
ing and mixing, bagging or barreling, 
storage and transportation, commis- 
sions to agents or dealers, long credit, 
interest on investment, bad debts, and 
finally profits. Last year the selling 
price of superphosphates and specials, 
he adds, was on the average fifteen per

THE BANKRUPTCY BILL.. 


The original Lowell bill having pass- 
ed the United States Senate, is now 
ready for action in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and the prospects for its 
early adoption in that branch are very 
encouraging. It hasbeen thoroughly 
digested by Congress and the various 
business interests of the country, whose 
recommendations have been considered 
and incorporated in the original, mak- 
ing sixty-six printed pages. The un- 
satisfactory provisions of the present 
go-as-you-please laws, have been vastly 
improved upon. in curtailing expenses, 
limiting the time of bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings and correcting other abuses. 
The framers of the new bill have profit- 
ed by the defects in the old system and 
by its final passage the business com- 
munities will be givena national law 
that will be more uniform and equita- 
ble. The district courts and supreme 
court of the District of Columbia are 
constituted courts of bankruptcy with 
jurisdiction of all questions of claims, 
assets, exemptions, composition and 
discharge. The main features of the 


law are as follows: 

“The Circuit Court shall appoint within each 
judical district such number of commissioners 
in bankruptcy as may be necessaay, not ex- 
ceeding in any State the numberof Members of 
Congress to which the State is entitled, each 
commissioner to give bond in $5,000 for the 
faithful performance of his duties. He is 
given all the power of the Master in Chancery, 
and may represent and act for the Judge in 
holding meetings and conducting business 
specially committed to him. The Circuit 
Court shall also appoint a @uperviser in bank- 
ruptey for each judical circuit, who shall per- 
sonally examine into the administration of all 
bankruptcy proceedings in his circuit, call the 
attention of commissioners, clerks and trus- 
tees to matters which would facilitate speedy 
and ecnomical settlements, and move the Court 
for action against the delinquent trustees. He 
shall visit and inspect the office and business of 
every commissioner and clerk in his circuit as 
often as once every six months, and make re- 
portto the Circuit Court. The supervisor's 
compensation is fixed at $3,000 a year. The 
commissioner’s compensation is fixed at $2,000. 
The Court may, however, decree him a further 
allowance not to exceed $10 for each case in- 
stituted before him during the year, but not 
more than $1,000 in any one year. The super- 
visor and commissioner may be allowed a 
reasonable sum for disbursements, the items 
to be verified by oath. 

Every party petitioning for bankruptcy, 
whether debtor or creditor, shall pay to the 
clerk of the court $50, and every trustee shall 
pay 1 per cent. of the gross amount realized 
from the assets, and every debtor making a 
composition shall pay one-half of 1 per cent. on 
the amount of such composition. These fees 
are all to be paid by the clerk into the Treasury 
of the United States. Any person owing debts 
exceeding $300, and unable to pay, may by pe- 
tition apply to be adjudicated a bankrupt, and 
the filing of such petition shall be deemed an 
act of bankruptcy. Any person owing debts 
exceeding $1,000 who leaves his State to avoid 
his creditors, or conceals himse fto avoid arrest 


— 


or the service of legal process, or makes a 
fraudulent transfer of his property, or suspends 
payment of his commercial paper or open ac- 
counts for 30 days after the same are due and 
payable, or who makes a fraudulent prefer- 
ence, shalt be deemed to have committed an 
act of bankruptcy, and may be adjudged a 
bankrupt on petition of three or more of his 
creditors whose bills would amount in all to 
$500. The bill excepts and exempts in favor of 
the bankrupt the necessary and proper wearing 
apparel of himself and family, and such other 
property as may be exempted from attachment 
by the laws of the United States or of the State 
in which the bankruptcy proceedings are insti- 
tuted, and the courts may from the assets allow 
the bankrupt a sum not to exceed $500 for his 
support pending the vroceedings, if his circum- 
stances require it, reasonable wages for any 
services rendered his estate, at the request of 
his trustee, and the usual fees when attending 
as a witness.”

He was absent two weeks, principally 
for pleasure. 


Seth S. Hauce, for many years a dealer in 
proprietary medicines in Baltimore, died re- 
cently at the age of 67 years. He was a promi- 
nent member of the Society of Friends, and 
was one of the best known citizens of Balti- 
more, and generally respected. 


Mr. John Richardson has opened an office at 
235 Franklin street, Boston, Mass., where he 
will carry on a brokerage business in dyestuffs 
and chemicals, making a specialty of indigo.

Schieffelin & Co., called the attention of the 
Chamber of Commerce last week to a Dill 
before the Legislature designed to prohibit the 

‘adulteration of drugs, and asked the Chamber 
to express their approval. Passed. 


An oil for belting is recommended, which 
consists of nine parts of linseed oil and four 
parts of lhtharge, ground in water. These, 
boiled to a plastic consistency, then liquified 
by an addition of turpentine, furnish an oil 
which, it is claimed, possesses many admirable 
qualities. 

The suggestion has been made that sanitary 
advantages would result from the use of sewer 
pipes of glass. They would, doubtless, be ex- 
pensive, but they would, probably, be very 
durable, and their hard, smooth surface would 
offer no lodgment for refuse matter, thus off- 
setting the question of cost. 


The Brooklyn Common Council Committee 
on Opening Streets, Saturday night considered 
the resolution directing the Cheesebrough 
Manufacturing Company to remove the pipes 
used for conducting oil for the manufacture of 
vaseline from Richards, Sullivan and Delevan 
streets, and agreed to report favorably there- 
npon.

“The business removals in this city last week 
were very numerous, especially down town. 
Almost every building had several tenants 
moving out and others waiting to go in, and 
the safes which have been hoisted into upper 
stories along the principal streets made life 
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dangerous. Lower Broadway was particularly 





noticeable for the number of removals. 


The special department report of Pennsyl- 
vanie, upon the manufacture of glass shows 
that this is one of the great specialties of Penn- 
sylvania, her product being $8,720,584, and that 
of the United States, $21,154,571. The States 
following her in order are New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, Missouri and Illinois, and their 
united product is not equal in value to that of 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. John Keys, proprietor of the Standard 
Mineral Paint Company, 383 Hudson street, 
New York, and who has long been well kaown 
as the manufacturer of Standard mineral 
paints, has made a great success of his ‘“*Ma- 
roon,” and he is said to be the only one that 
can make this color. Mr. Keys is probably the 
only manufacturer of crocus marcus in the 
United States.

Glass is beginning to take the place of wood 
and iron in making railroad bridges in Eng- 
land. The inventor makes blocks of gissa 
which he hardens by a special process. In sol- 
idity it is said they leave nothing to be desired. 
The experiments already made have given sur- 
prising results,and the cost is below that of 
bridges of wood or iron. Moreover. the glass 
can not be injured by insects, like wood, or 
rust like iron. 


V. Meyer has recently separated from ben- 
zene oils a compound to which he gives the 
name of “Thiophen.” The composition of this 
body is represented by the formula C, H, 8; it 
Presents the closet analogy in general reactions 
with benzine, yielding a sulphonic acid, a me- 
thy] derivative, etc.; it reacts with diketones to 
form highly colored compounds. The further 
study of this interesting compound, now being 
carried on in Prof. Meyer's laboratory, is likely 
to lead to important results.— Nature. 


Messrs. Burroughs, Wellcome & Co., the ex- 
tensive American firm of importers, exporters 
and manufacturing chemists, Snow Hill Build- 
ings, London, whose very grand and elaborate 
exhibit occupied the most conspicuous posi- 
tion in the main entrance lobby of the Calcutta 
Exhibition, have carried off the laurels of the 
Exhibition for their numerous improvements 
in chemical and pharmaceutical product, 
This firm has been awarded eleven medals 
(three gold, four silver, four bronze) and twelve 
diplomas of merit.—Continental Times. 


The jobbing druggists of Rochester, N. Y., 
have received a communication from the league 
of patent medicine manufacturers recentiy 
formed at Pittsburg, requesting them not to 
sell any of the proprietary medicines belonging 
to this combination to retailers who are in the 
habit of disposing of them at less than the label 
prices. Rochester has for years been looked 
upon as the home of the patent medicine man. 
Some of the most successful proprietary medi- 
cines for years have been made there, It is 
said that a number of the leading patent medi- 
cine makers will not join the league. 


California physicians who have attended vari- 
ous cases of trouble arising from the poisonous 
properties of bisulphide of carbon, have be- 
come satisfied that the inhalation of the vapor 
of this substance will produce insanity. The 
bisulphide is used in Los Angeles county tu 
prevent the spread of the grape discase, phyll- 
oxera. Several strong and healthy men who 
have bsen exposed to the fumes of the vile stuff 
have become insane. It may be a subject 
worthy of investigation whether deleterious 
gases may not in like manner affect the human 
braia. 


Dr. Elwyn Waller, the chemist of the Health 
Department, last Thursday submitted to the 
board a report of the analyses made by him of 
five samples of ordinary vinegar pickles ob- 
tained from different dealers. In all the sam- 
ples analyzed it was found that an injurioys 
proportion of copper, ranging from 9 to 2 parts 
in 100,000, had been used for coloring purposes. 
The attention of the firms from whom the 
samples were obtained will be called to the 
danger of offering for sale such articles of food, 
and the board will take other measures that 
may be necessary to prevent such sales, 


Merchants in this city have heard with agreat 
deal of pleasure that a bill has been introduced 
into Congress for the substitution of the per- 
son before whom an oath may be taken by an 
importer. Asthe law at present is, the mer- 
chant himself must do this, and can employ no 
proxy. Each oath therefore requires him to 
waste from half an hour to at hour and a half 
of time, which is justly claimed by the com- 
mercial men of this city asa great impediment 
to business. The new bill allows this to be 
taken before a notary public, to be designated 
by the collector. 


The Phoenix Glass Co. are at work on the 
foundations of their new factory at Phillips- 
burg, and the old ruins are being rapidly re- 
moved. They are getting estimates for the 
superstructure, which will be put up as rapidly 
as possible. The assignee’s sale of the Doyle 
works, which they are now operating, was to 
be held on the 24th, but. as only one bidder was 
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present the sale was postponed for two weeks. 
The bidder was the Phoenix Co. themselves, 
and it is thought that they will secure the 
premises as an adjunct to the factory they are 
building. 

Representative Converse has prepared an 
amendment to the Morrison Tariff bill. It re- 
peals sections 2, 3,4 and 5 of last year’s tariff 
law, allows the removal of alcohol from bond 
for manufacturing purposes free of duty, re- 
stores the duties on wool prevailing prior to 
the late enactment, adds various chemicals to 
the free list—including phosphorus, magnesia, 
epsom salts, nitrate and muriate of ammonia, 
crude and manufactured baryta, several forms 
of soda, salt cake, borax, glauber salts and 
strontium—and allows the re-export, manu- 
factured, of imported raw material, with a re- 
bate of all but ten per cent of the duty. 


There 1s a boom in natural gas at Wellsburg. 
Two weeks ago Charies Brady struck an im- 
mense flow which he is now using at the River- 
eide works. Previous to this they had to uce 
gas from what is known as the Barclay No. 1. 
Next, on April 23, the Barclay struck a still 
greater flow known as Barclay No. 2, and on 
the 24th Dailzell Bros. & Gillmore made ihe 
greatest strike of the season at their new glass 
works, the flow of gas being enormous, The 
depths of the last three wells are 1,325, 1,285 and 
1,287 feet respectively. The Barclays are a firm 
that supply the town generally with gas, and 
previous to the Riverside and Dalzell strikes 
they had a monopoly of the natural gas busi- 
ness in Wellsburg. The Dalzells will now go 
on to finish their new tableware factory so as 
to have It in operationn by the fall. 


Parties who declined to say on whose behalf 
they were acting have been trying to open ne- 
gotiations for the old Mulvaney Works on Sev- 
enteenth street, South side, Pittsburgh, with 
the purpose of securing the site, pulling down 
the old furnaces, which are now nearly useless, 
and erecting thereon a 15-pot furnace of new 
design. This property belongs to the Mulvaney 
heirs, but the Phoenix Glass Co. have a lease of 
it, which does not expire until August 1885. 
The latter firm have never operated the works, 
but they were sublet toa chimney firm, who 
are now about to vacatethem. The negotia- 
tions are not yet concluded. 


The Produce Exchange removed to its new 
quarters on Tuesday. On Monday night there 
wasa ballin the principal room, and the next 
day a formal turning over of the building to 
the President of the Exchange occurred. Mr. 
J.H. Herrick made a brief speech. The prin- 
cipal oration was delivered by Chauncey M. 
Depew, who is the vice-president of the New 
York Central Railroad and its chief attorney, 
and is one of the wittiest and best speakers 
in the city. Algernon 8. Su'livan also made an 
address,and after the ceremonies were con- 
cluded there was a grand excursion around the 
harbor, with a collation served on board. 
Tickets for the opening were at a premium. It 
was @ gala day forthe brokers and an import- 
ant event in the history of the Exchange. 


The most notable of the numerous business 
changes in firms, to which the REPORTER 8 
related, is the withdrawal of Mr. Eugene R. 
Durkee from the house of which he was the 
founder and senior member. Mr. Durkee has 
been actively and prominently engaged in bus- 
iness in New York for more than thirty years 
and enjoys a record not only unsullied but con- 
spicuous in al) that characterizes the best type 
of mercantile life. He will be accompanied in 
his retirement from active business by the 
esteem of a wide circle of hig fellow-merchants 
and will leave with those from whose copart- 
nership he retires, a reputation for integrity, 
enterprise and thorough mercantile methods, 
the maintenance of which may safely be their 
highest aim. The remaining members, Messrs. 
Geo. H. Burgess, Eugene W. Durkee and David

The RerorTer is indebted to Messrs. F. W. 
Brode & Co.,of Memphis, Tenn., for a nicely 
bound copy of the Merchants’ Exchange Ke- 
view of the trade and commerce in that city 
for 1883. On cottonseed products, the report 
says: The most important and jeading indus- 
try of the city is the manufacture of cottonseed 
oil, From small beginnings, with very little 
demand forthe product, (about the year 1859), 
has developed in the last fow years to a business 
of gigantic proportions. Memphis has now in 
successful operation ten mills, aggregating a 
capital of $1,050,000, with a daily crushing capac- 
ity of 620 tons of cottonseed. They furnish 
employment to 768 hands,and have paid out 
for labor, the last season, over $300,000. That 
we may form a more correct idea of the mag- 
nitude of the business, the following table has 
been prepared showing the business for the 
eason ending September Ist, 1883.

Mr. Quincke, in a recent paper presented

ed in glass bulbs furnished with capillary tubes 
and placed in the chamber of an air pump, the 
method of observation being that of noting the 
decreased volume from increased preseure, in- 
stead of the more common one of watching the 
Water 
carefully freed from air by continuous boiling 
was compressed by 49-1000000 of its original 
volume under a total pressure of two atmos- 
pheres. The following figures were obtained for 
the compression of some liquids resulting from 
1 mm. additional pressure, also in millionths of 
the respective volumes: Glycerine, .03; olive oil, 
The observations extend- 
ed over a large number of liquids, and were 
found to agree well with observations of for- 
mer investigations. Within the limits of pres- 
sure of one additional atmosphere, the com- 
pression remains proportional to the pressure. 
The experiments further confirmed the theory 
that a certain relation exists between compres- 
sion and the coefficient of refraction, but thus 
far they are not sufficiently decisive to warrant 
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expansion under diminished pressure.

A fire broke out in the works of the Califor- 
nia Paint Company, Nos. 419 and 421 Jackson 
street, San Francisco, Cal., last week, of which 
C. W. Beach is president, and F. H. Kellogg 
secretary. The building in which the works 
were located is a two-story and basement brick 
The 
basement was stored with raw material. The 
front half of the ground floor was used as an 
office and salesroom, while the rear half had in 
it machinery that cost $30,000, used in the 
grinding and preparation of paints. The upper 
floor was used as a workroom in which the 
The works employed 
eleven men and one women and all were at 
work at the time the fire was discovered.

This enabled the company to declare a dividend 
of 25 per cent. within the first year of its exis- 
ence. The only expenses were cost of superin- 
tendence and putting the oil in shipping order. 
The amount invested in tankage would not 
exceed $50,000. In 1870, five years after its or- 
ganization, the company is reported to have 
been free from debt with 20,000 barrels of natu- 
ral 29 deg. oil in tank, worth $12 per barrel and 
from twelve to fifteen thousand dollars in the 
treasury. It has paid one dividend of 26 per 
cent., two of 5 per cent. each, and one of 2% 
per cent.

Some curiosity has been manifested among 
dealers relative to the nature and merits of an 
article recently introduced by the name “bi- 
chromate of soda,” and. said to be already 
known in European markets. It is intended 
to replace the well known bichromate of pot- 
ash, for which it claims to be a cheaper substi- 
tute, The statement that genuine bichromate 
of Soda, and not a mere mixture under that 
name, is in the market, has been discredited by 
Now there is no technical or scientific 
reason why the chromic acid, derivable from 
chrome ore, could not be combined with soda 
as well as potash, and at a first glance it would 
seem that the cheaper of the twoalkalies would 
yield the cheaper bichromate. But a reference 
to the chemical formula of the two will prove 


Pure bichromate of potash possesses the 
atomistic composition, K, Cr, O; and contains 
Pure bicarbonate 
of soda possesses the atomistic composition 
Na, Cr, O, and should contain 76.4 per cent. 
chromic acid. In other words it would take pro- 
portionately more of any grade of chrome ore 
to produce 100 pounds of the soda compound 
than to produce 100 pounds of the potash com- 
pound. This difference would only be partly 
compensated by the cheapness of soda alkali as 
compared with potash. It therefore seems un- 
likely that a pure “bichromate of soda’ can be 
manufactured cheaper than the bichromate of 


On the other hand it would be a more valua- 
ble article,as it would contain so much more of 
the valuable constituent, i. ¢., chromic acid. 
Ita extreme solubility and lack of crystalizing 
power, however, are an Obstacle to its purifica- 
tion,and would incite to its adulteration, where- 
as the crystalized form in which bichromate of 
potash is brought into market isa ready crite- 


I submit the analytical result obtained irom a 
sample of bichromate of soda recently ex-

of the large wells struck on the Volcanic 
Tract during that year, were brought up in 
value by Warner & Co.’s purchase and storage 
of the surplus, and by the general introduction 
of these oils for railroad use. In 1870 Col. B. 8. 
Compton obtained control of the company's 
business, and it seems to have been suddenly 
reduced froma state of affluence to penury. 
The leases granted by the company in 1872-3 
contained a clause authorizing the company to 
comein after the lessee had completed and 
pumped his well 90 days, and purchase the well 
by paying all expenses of drilling,cost of plant, 
ete. In 1873, after three years of Col, Comp- 
ton’s administration, the company seems to 
have gotten into debt, although its royalties 
were large and the legitimate expense of work- 
ing its business small,for in that year mortgage 
bonds to the amount of $150,000 were issued,the 
object of which was declared to be to raise 
money to pay company debts and to buy in 
wells under the provision above mentioned. 
As matter of fact, no wells were bought for 
the company with the proceeds of the bonds; 
something like $100,000 of them found their 
way into the hands of parties who held them 
as collateral security for money loaned. 

During the ten years in which Col. Compton 
had charge of the company’s business its rev- 
enue must have averaged some $50,000 per an- 
num, and yet it seemed each year to get more 
deeply in debt. 

In 1881 ex-Gov. Wm. E. Stevenson was ap~ 
pointed receiver, under whose management 
the property yielded a yearly net income of 
$30,000. Since the death of Gov. Stevenson,Mr. 
Charles H. Shattuck, purchaser of the proper- 
ty has filled the position of receiver. In the 
purchase he is supposed to have acted as rep- 
resentative for other parties, so that tke actual 
purchasers will probably not be known until 
after the sale shall have been confirmed and 
the purchaser shall have been put in posession. 

There are about 500 acres of the tract still un- 
developed; 200 acres of which lie outside of the 
steep rock on the east and have no value as oil 
territory, and the other 300 acres have unfavor- 
able indications for productive territory. It 
will probably take five years’ production to 
pay the purchase money should the sale be 
confirmed, There are some three or four hun- 
dred producing wells upon the tract. The 
royalty, however, isso heavy that, at present 
prices, the lessees would hardly be repaid the 
cost of drilling new wells as the old ones fail.

Uniform Soda Test. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., May 5. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 


THE DrvUG REPORTER having put the ques- 
tion of an uniform soda test in this country it 
may be interesting for the readers to know 
what there is already done in this respect in 
Europe. 


The first steps for an uniform sampling and 
testing of chemicals were made by the “Verein 
der Deutschen Soda Fabrikanten (Seciety of 
the German Soda Manufacturers), and they 
carried this matter last year to somewhat of a 
completion for Germany. The above-men- 
tione “verein” in respect to the large trouble 
caused by the different kinds of analysis and 
tests, not only of the finished products, but also 
of the raw materials, etc., had elected out of 
their midst a committee in charge to put up 
standard analysis and standard tests for the 
general use of the manufacturers and dealers 
in Germany. This commiitee was composed of 
the following men, well known in industry and 
science: Dr. J. Stroof, director ot the Chemis- 
chen Fabrik Griesheim, chairman; J. Dannien, 
Buckau; Dr. H. Kunheim, Berlin; Dr. Mayer, 
Henfeld; Dr. Nobiling, Schoeningen; Dr. Rich- 
ters, Saarau; E. Schott, Heinrichs Hall. Thero 
was still requested to be with them Dr. Lunge, 
professor of technical chemistry at the Eidgen- 
vessisihen Polytechnikum in Zuerich, authority 
in all technical chemical matters, famous espe- 
cially for his book on soda manufacturing. 
The result of their united working is “The 
Pocket Book for the Soda Potass and Ammonia 
Manufacturing, published in charge of the 8o- 
ciety of German Soda Manufacturers. and with 
assistance of the committe (above mentioned) 
by Professor Dr. G. Lunge.” 


This pocket book contains in its general part 
standard formular, tables of degrees and speci- 
fic gravities, etc. In its special part the follow- 
ing matters are contained in respect to the 
necessary analysis, tests, etc, standard n>w for 
Germany: 

I. Fuel and firing. 
Il. Manufacturing of sulphuric acid, 
Ill. Manufacturing of sulphate of sodium 


and bydrochloric acid, 
IV. Manufacturing of chlorite of calcium 
(bleaching powder). 
V. Manufacturing of carbonate of soda 
and caustic soda. 
VI. Manufacturing of nitric acid, 
Vil. ” “ carbonate of potass. 


Vill, * “* ammonia. 

In the appendix there are still some gcneral 
prescriptions for taking samples, etc. 

This book which now is standard in the trade 
for all purchases and questions referring to the 
“Chemische Gross Industrie,” does not claim 
that what it contains is alone correct. The 
leading idea being that the purpose was to put 
up one method as standard for ali, there is 
taken in the “pocket book” what seemed to be 
the most convenient in theoretical and practi- 
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cal respect. Being the same for all there is no 
trouble about what may be not yet recognized 
as alone correct. 

The Society of the German Soda Manu- 
facturers having realized their purpose 
as far as it was a national matter, 
now think about making it an international 
one. As far as I know, in England they are 
sympathizing with these endeavors, but in 
France there are still some scruples, which 
may, perhaps, nut acknowledge anything 
coming from Germany, notwithstanding it 
may be in a field in which national considera- 
tions should not have any influence. I do not 
know if the leading chemists of the United 
States are already in relation with those in 
Europe for the purpose in question; if not it 
may be of use for the matter if they would 
become so. Director Dr. Stroof, in Griesheim, 
near Frankfort-on-Main, or Professor Dr. 
Lunge, in Zurich (Switzerland), are the persons 
with whom they may enter into correspond- 
ence, 

There will not be space enough in this paper 
to reprint all the much interesting tables, etc., 
of the “Pocket Book,” especially the table of 
Page 143, showing for carbonate of soda the 
“Gay Lussac’s Degrees (percentage of Na, 0), 
German degrees (percentaye of Na, C O,), Eng- 
lish (Newcastle) degrees and French (Descroiz- 
illes) degrees. In accordance with what was 
said in THz DruG REeporreEn, there is men- 
tioned also in the “Pocket Book” that the 
Liverpool soda test is always found to be 1 to 2 
degrees higher than the Newcastle test. Only 
the following table showing the specific gravity 
of the highly concentrated sulphuric acid may 
find a place; it was, I think, never so exten- 
sively published before:

The extensive oil and paint works of Sherwin, 
Williams & Co., in Cleveland, Ohio, located be- 
tween the old canal bed and the river, opposite 
the foot of Michigan street, had an exceedingly 
narrow escape Thursday morning from total 
destruction by fire.

Mr. Williams 
stated that it was impossible to estimate the 
loss, but was of the opinion that it would not 
exceed $5,000. The property is fully insured. 


The monthly canvass of the New York and 
Pennsylvania oil fields, just completed by Mc- 
Mullen, Snell & Crum, independent statisti- 
cians, showsa decline in field operations for 
April as compared with the previous month. 
This is a very unusual circumstance, as the 
April reports usually show an increase. But 
very few years in the history of the petroleum 
development can show diminished operations 
in this month, the first real spring month, when 
nice weather conduces to increased activity in 
the matter of field work. March usually shows 
considerable increase over February, and 
April again over March. This year, however, 
March showed no increase and April showsa 
decrease as compared with February and 
March, This condition of things is largely due 
to the excitement at Macksburg, Ohio. This 
latter district in not included in the report, but 
if it was would not materially affect the total 
figures. 


Judge McPherson, of the Dauphin County 
Court, filed an opinion in the case of the Com- 
monwealth vs. the National Transit Company, 
which will temporarily be of pecuniary benefit 
to the corporation, but which will prove a bur- 
den to it in the future. The opinion sustains 
neither the view of the company nor that of 
the Commonwealth, which claimed that the 
corporation was taxable on the average capital 
stock of the com:pany of $29,142,857.15 in 1882 at 
the rate of 344 mills, amounting to $101,100. 
The corporation contended that 64 per cent of 
its property was located in this State, and that 
only could be taxed. This construction of the 
law made the company liable for the pay- 
ment of about $66,000, $60,000 of which amount 
was paid the State. The court adopts the pipe 
line mileage as the proper basis of settling a 
tax against the companys As3li7 of the 1,01, 
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miles of pipe line of the National Transit are 
located in Pennsylvania, the court holds the 
company taxable for 317-1,015 of the average 
capital stock in 168, amounting to over $34,000. 
The corporation has, therefore, overpaid its 
takes for 1882 about $26,000. 

The Conference of Oil Exchanges, held in 
Oil City March 10, appointed a committee of 
seven, which again appointed a sub committee 
consisting of Mesers. J. J. Carter, N. F. Hilton, 
and Joseph Seep, to digest the information 
obtained from the officials of the United Pipe 
Lines and that which should be obtained from 
the officers of the National Transit Company, 
and report to Mr. Wheeler, President of the 
Conference Oil Exchanges. The gentlemen 
have performed their work thoroughly and 
made a voluminous report, which comprises a 
mass of information and a number of tank 
tables. The Derrick adds: The trade generally 
is under great obligation to the committee for 
the pains-taking care with which its work has 
been done, and it isa matter of congratulation 
that this committee, composed of such well 
known and thoroughly reliable gentlemen, 
and representing the conference of all the ex- 
changes, has officially indorsed the transfer, 
and declared its confidence in the new company 
in such unequivocal terms. The straightfor- 
ward and complete answers to all the questions 
asked of the vfficials, and the facilities which 
they afforded the committee in the prosecution 
of the work, will add to the confidence of the 
trade, and convince all that the committee had 
ample grounds for its strong endorsement. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


The Alizarine Litigation. 
A representative of THz O11, PAINT AND 


DrvG REPORTER called yesterday upon the 
firms most actively interested in artificial alizar- 
ine to inquire as to the latest phases of the sit- 
uation. At the office of Messrs. Pickhardt & 
Kuttroff it was stated that no change in af- 
fairs had taken place since our last report. 
Their own attitude, as previously announced, 
remained unaltered. No sales of consequence 
could be reported, as the principal consumers 
of alizarine either have shut down for 
some weeks or are preparing to do so so that 
there is likely to be little or no market for some 


time to come. 

Messrs. E. Sehlbach & Co. answered the 1e- 
porter’s inquiry by stating that they had en 
exhaustive circular in preparation which 
would be made public in a few days, until then 
they did not care about going into particulars. 
They had received a lot of alizarine which thry 
would sell without regard to anyone else, 

Messrs. W. J. Matheson & Co, were next 
sought and this time with moe 
success than last week when tte 
absence of Mr, Matheson from his office placed 
him beyond the reach of the interviewer. This 
firm was the first to offer alizarine on this mar- 
ket after the nature of the Supreme Court de- 
cision was indicated and has since uniformly 
expressed entire confidence in its ability to 
protect itself and its customers from future 
patent suits. In response toa request for some 
definition of his position, Mr. Matheson gave 
tho reporter the following circular as embody- 
ing all that he wished to say on the subject: 

CIRCULAR. 

The Badische Company has recently issued a 
circular in which it states substantiaLy with 
regard to the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court,that it has really lost nothing buta money 
judgment of some $13,000 ; that its patents still 
remain intact and valid. That its failure in 
the suit was due simply to defective proof of 
infringement; that the Supreme Court has in 
ite decision clearly indicated what would be 
adequate and satisfactory proof of infringe- 
ment. That such proof will be forthcoming at 
once in any future suit againstan infringer, 
and that the company in effect warns the 
public and the trade that all are infringers ex- 
cept those who buy alizarine from the com- 
pany or its authorized agents. It is true that 
its patents have not yet expressly and in terms 
been declared invalid. The original patent was 
re-issued in two divisions, one division being 
for the product and the other for the process : 
only the product patent was directly involved 
in the Supreme Court suit, and this patent was 
not in set terms and formally declared invalid. 
But so far as anything practical is concerned. 
so far as it’s patents can control and protect the 
alleged inventions and property they claim to 
cover, so far as the public and the trade are 
interested, the patents are swept away forever 
by this decision of the Supreme Court. A read- 
ing of justice Blatchford's opinion is all that is 
needed to show this. 

Judge Blatchford states in regard to the claim 
of the product patent, as follows: 

[The scope of such a claim is seen in this suit. 
An article is sought to be covered, by the re- 
isguo, which it is demonstrated by Graebe and 
Liebermann uever made by their bromine pro- 
cess, which they knew that process would not 
produce, which they recognized as produced 
first by some one elee by a different process, 
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and which has become the subject of a largein- 
dustry abroad and an extensive use in this 
country, through discoveries made, as they ac- 
knowledge, since their bromine process was in- 
vented. After those discoveries were made, 
after it was seen that the bisulpho-acid process 
would produce desirable dye-stuffs, and could 
be worked practically and profitably to that 
end, it was sought to control the market for the 
product in the United States by ebtaining this 
reissue No. 4,321.] 

We leave the Badische Company to gain such 
comfort as it may from such expressions as the 
above. 

But the opinion further closely defines wat 
the process of both patents is, and clearly s:v. 
what processes do not infringe. 

The opinion says squarely that the process is 
to be limited to the bromine process, pure and 
simple, and that in the opinion of the court 
such process is not practical. If, therefore, the 
Badische Company should hereafter have the 
hardihood to sue, they would have as a first 
step to prove that the process was practical 
The burden in view of the Supreme Court 
opinion being on them to prove it; but if they 
should do this they will have gained nothing. 
The lower court held that the process used by 
the defendants was the sulpho acid process, and 
was an infringement of the bromine process, 
because the sulphuric acid in the one progess 
was a mere substitute for the bromine ix. the 
other process, On both these holaings the 
Supreme Court reverses the lower court, and 
holds that the defendants used not the sulpho- 
acid process but the bisulpho-acid process, and 
that the sulphuric acid in such acid processes 
is net a substitute or equivalent for 1°>5 bro? 
mine in the bromine process,

Now does the Badische Company propose to 
meet these facts?

James R. Keene’s Oil Deals. 


One of the members of the tank-building firm 
of Riter & Conley, of Pittsburg, Pa., which 
firm is a heavy stockholdcr in the Tidewater 
Pipe-line Company an enterprise that Mr. Keene 
has been connected with prominently since its 
inception, remarked last week to a reporter as 
he grimly read of the “lay down” of the noted 
Wall street operator : 

“Pshaw, nothing happens now-a-days but 
the Standard is suspected ot being at the bot- 
tom of it. I don’t believe the Standard had 
anything to do with the matter. On the con- 
trary, I know that Keene has recently been 
interested with the compony in some enterprise 
in the East. He is a good man and has plenty 
of friends who will not let him stay under.” 

“Wasn't he naturally opposed to the Stand- 
ard when he went into the Tidewater Pipe 
Line?” 

“That was purely a business enterprise and 
not necessarily antagonistic to anybody, ex- 
cept so far asthe fair line of competition in 
business may be said to antagonize. Keene 
was not in on speculation; he went in on the 
ground floor at par and he owns the stock yet 
unless he parted with it recently. It is now 
worth from $250 to $300. I have met Keene 
frequently in the oil regions, in fact, am pretty 
well acquainted with him, and I represent the 
feeling of allin this part of the country who 
have met him, when I say I wish him a quick 
deliverance from present embarrassments. 
That he will come out on top again I don’t 
doubt. As forthe cause of the trouble of 
course I don’t know positively, but I have no 
faith whatever in that yarn from the East 
about a Standard squeeze; more likely it was 
the ‘privilege’ business that hurt him.” 

Mr. Keene was one of the heaviest operators 
in the great bull oil pool, which was managed 
by Pittsburgers last summer, and which was 
sold out by some of its members and disastrous- 
ly wrecked. At one time he had about $1,500,000 
invested in this pool. He began buying at 85 
and continued buying up to $122, when the 
failure of Graff, Bennett & Co. was used by the 
bears to break the market down ten cents in 
one day. He sold his oil out by degrees and 
came out with only a slight loss. The year be- 
fore he also operated in a pool with Pittsburg 
parties, and his share of the profits was some- 
thing like $300,000, There is a warm feeling to- 
ward Keene among those who know him here, 
as he was always very liberal and square in 
his dealings. 
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On the Prussiates of Potash. 


The most important raw materials employed 
in this manufacture consist of cheap nitroge- 
nous animal refuse, such as woolen rags, hoofs, 
borns, claws, wool clippiugs, hairs, bristles, old 
furs, hide cuttings, leather, old boots and 
shoes, refuse from feathers, etc. The potash 
used need not be at all pure—in fact, any con- 
taining not lees than 25 per cent. of potassium 
carbonate will be found sufficiently good for 
this purpose. For melting the raw materials 
large iron pans, 4 feet by 3 feet 8 inches by 2 
feet deep, are generally taken, their thickness 
being about 8 inches at the top and about 10 in- 
ches fromthe middle of the sides at the bot- 
tom. When of the best quality these pans last 
for not more than eight montbs, but the more 
common lifetime of such a pan is about five 
months. The chief cause of their rapid de- 
struction is the solvent action of the fused po- 
tassium cyanide onthe iron. For this reason 
principally, the prussiate manufacturer adds 
ironin the form of filings, or as powdered 
spathic iron ore. The methud of prussiate 
making which is now generally in use is in out- 
line as tollows: From 500 pounds to 700 pounds 
of raw potashes are melted in the above men- 
tioned pans, and gradually about the same 
weight of animal refuse is introduced in small 
portions at a time, the fusing mass being kept 
well stirred. The ratio maintained between 
horn, rags and old leather, etc., varies very 
much in different works, but as a rule about 
one-half of the animal matter is taken in the 
shape of woolen rags, since although horn and 
such like substances afford the greatest yield 
of salt, yet there is an objection to their ex- 
tensive use, consisting in the retarding influ- 
ence on the lixiviating process exercised by 
the large ouantity of finely divided carbonace- 
ous matter produced. The bundles ef refuse 
are submerged by means of an arrangement of 
segments of cast iron globes, held by chains 
and balanced by weights. As soon as the 
melted potash has attained a fairly thick con- 
sistency, due to the separated carbon, the con- 
tents of the pan are ladled out into iron wag- 
ons, which are fitted with tight lids, so as to 
keep away as much as possible the oxidizing 
action of the atmospheric oxygen and aqueous 
vapor. By the action of these latter agents 
ammonia is liberated, and hence the cyanogen 
contents of the melt is necessarily reduced. 
When well cooled externally, the blocks are 
cast into a covered stock-pit, from which they 
are withdrawn as required for lixiviation. This 
operation takes place in large iron cisterns with 
false bottoms and heated by steam. After a few 
hours two layers are obtained, the upper being 
a clear fluid, and the lower consisting of finely- 
divided carbon. The former is concentrated 
to a specific gravity of 1°235, and then run into 
cisterns holding from 450 lbs. to 650 Ibs., in 




























which the liquors are cooled two or three days. 
These are usually situated underground, and 
during this time, besides small quantities of 
other salts, yellow plates of the yellow prussi- 
ate separate out on the sides and at the bottom, 


even it the fluid was previously as clear as 


crystal, there is invariably found another layer 


of carbon. The latter layer is removed and 
separately lixiviated, and the salt adhering to 


the walls is dried by draining. This crude 
prussiate contains a considerable quantity of 
potassium sulphide—a very undesirable impur- 
ity. In order to remove this the crude salt is 


exposed to the oxidizing action of the air fora 


fortnight, in a warm place, being repeatedly 


turned over. Solution in hot water then fol- 


lows, and the liquid is treated at a boiling tem- 
perature, with milk of lime and oxide of lead, 
untila sample, after filtering, no longer gives 
the sulphur reaction with acetate of lead. In 
order to obtain a well crystallized article, ful- 
filling all requirements made in commerce, it 
is indispensable that the solution should be 
well filtered, and that cooling should take place 
very slowly indeed. For getting the most 
efficient filtering attainable, the following 
arrangement is much used on the Continent, 
where the manufacture of redand yellow prus- 
siate has attained a high state of perfection. 
The solution is run into wooden cisterns, on a& 
lower level, which are furnished with a filter 
of two thicknesses of straining cloth and one 
of coarse paper. At first, filtration proceeds 
quickly, but the filtrate isnot clear, and hence 
it is found necessary to return what comes 
through to the original quantity. As soon asa 
filter is working satisfactorily another is start- 
ed, all clear filtrates being led into the crystal- 
lizing vats. These consist of conical iron hold- 
ers which are clothed with a jacket of boards at 
a distance of eight to ten inches, the in- 
tervening space being filled with woolen 
rags. It is hardly necessary to call attention to 
this remarkably efficient method of insuring 
slow cooling. Strong cords fastened to laths 
are let into the liquid, the cistern is covered 
with boards and woollen rags, and the whole 
left to rest for a fortnight or so, at the end of 
which time the mother-liquor is run off and 
used for dissolving fresh quantities of crude 
salt. The crystals of yellow prussiate are 
broken off and dried in a warm room on wood- 
en tables. After lixivating the raw melt by 
means of steam, the black substance remain- 
is found to contain, besides 20 per cent of very 
finely-divided animal charcoal, variable quan- 
tities of oxide of iron, alumina, silica, lime, and 
phosphoric acid, This product commands a 
considerable price, being sought after for pur- 
ifying and decolorising paraffin and the differ- 
ent earth-waxes which are by degrees finding 
their way into commerce and industry. For 
this purpose it is found to be specially and pe- 
culiarly suited. The mother-liquor is concen- 
trated in iron boilers to a specific gravity of 
1444. Crystals of potassium then separate out, 
and these are collected apart. A further con- 
centration yields a crop of impure soda crys- 
tals, which are re-dissolved and worked upinto 
a pure product. What then remains is boiled 
down to dryness and melted, the mass obtained 
being mixed with a quantity of fresh potashes 
and then utilised for the next operation. 

Manufacture of Red Prussiate.—The easiest, 
cheapest, and best mode of converting yellow 
into red prussiate is the process originally 
devised by Zschiesche. The principle of the 
method if oxidation of the yellow prussiate by 
means of chlorine gas. It is unnecessary to 
give a description of the plant employed for 
generating and applying the chlorine gas, es- 
pecially as the particular system of working 
varies in almost every works, according 
to situation, circumstances, and requirements, 

The solution of yellow prussiate is used at a 
specific gravity 1°088, and must be freed com- 
pletely from sulphuric, by means of barium 
chloride, before starting the chlorination, 
which is continued until a sample taken out no 
longer strikes a blue with solution of ferric 
chloride. Care must be taken not to pass the 
gas in too long, as otherwise the highly-poison- 
ous compound, cyanogen chloride, is formed, 
When after chlorinating a concentration of 
specific gravity 1°278 has been reached, the 
liquid can be run into the crystallizing vats. 
Three to four days are required for growing 
the crystals, and these form the first crop of 
crude red prussiate. Two more crops are ob- 
tained by furth:r concentration, and the 
mother-liquor remaining, which is highly 
charged with impurities, is employed for mak- 
ing Prussian blue, copperas solution being the 
precipitating agent. The crude salt is agaln 
dissolved, the lye being set at specific gravity 
1235, and recrystallized with the greatest pre- 
cautions possible to insure very slow cooling. 
This part of the process takes three weeks at 
least. The chemical formula of the yellow 
prussiate is K,(C3N,),Feg+6(H,0). Its crystals 
should be of a yellow lemon celor, and almost 
opaque, with a bitter saline taste, which, how- 
ever, varies much in different samples, Yellow 
prussiate is not poisonous, but in large doses 
acts as a mild aperient. Hatchett’s brown is 
copper ferro-cyanide, Cu4(CsN3)4Fes, Red 
prussiate has the formula K,(C3N3),Fes, and 
the following equation represents the mode of 
its formation from yellow prussiate:—

Aloes.—Cape aloes were subject to consider- 
able variations in price during the past year. 
In January 46s were paid for Ia in London; 
with the decrease of stock the prices advanced 
steadily until June, when the highest, 67s 64, 
was reached, Large arrivals of the new crop 
in August produced a rapid decline, to 52s in 
September and 45s in December. At the be- 
ginning of the present year it again advanced 
to about 5c? as the stock in first hands was not 
considerable. Barbadoes aloes were exceed- 
ingly scarce, and could not be had during the 
last months. In consequence of the increased 
cultivation of sugar cane, which apparently is 
more profitable, aloes haye been destroyed. 
Curacao aloes are coming in larger quantities, 
and would make a substitute for the foreyo- 
ing if more carefully and uniformly treated. 
Of Soccotrina, very small lots were brought 
from East India and Hepatica, sparingly from 
Zanzibar. 

Arsenic.—The demand for Saxon arseric 
compounds continued brisk during the past 
year. White arsenic remained unchanged. 
Red arsenic advanced 10 m. per 100 kilos; nev- 
ertheless, the larger part of the production ia 
already disposed of. White pulverized arsenic 
also advanced. Yellow arsenic was regularly 
disposed of; the pulverized can not be ob- 
tained. Metallic arsenic has now reached its 
lowest point. 

Assafcetida.—The shipments to London were 
mostly good or fine; inferior varieties were 
scarce. The prices at auction varied from 0@ 
90s, upon which second hands gained an ad- 
vance of 10@l5s. The receipts amounted to 
841 cases; 577 cases were delivered, and 401 re- 
mained in stock at the end of the year, against 
161 cases at the end of 1882. Since then large 
quantities have been shipped and received. 
Four hundred cases brought full prices about 
the middle of January, while 200 cases sold at 
theend of February at a decline of 10@12s 
per cwt. 

Balsam Copaiba—During the past year there 
were large arrivals of the most important var- 
ieties of balsam copaiba in Hamburg, Bremen 
and England, including Maracaibo, Maranham 
and Angostura. The large increase had a de- 
pressing tendency. From 2s 5d in Jan., Maran- 
ham declined to 28 in Sept. in England. The 
decline was the same on the Continent. In 
Sept. the prices were advanced about 20 per 
cent by speculators, but could not be main- 
tained, especially as the Para balsam on ac- 
count of its fluidity and light color is now often 
preferred to the darker. 

Maracaibo Balsam--It appears that the adul- 
teration with Gurjen balsam still continues. 

Balsam Peru—This important drug and fav- 
orite cosmetic was made an object of specula- 
tion several years ago.. The price was forced 
to lisper lb in England or 36m per kiloin 
Hamburg in April, 1882, that is four times the 
general quotation. Since then there has been 
a continual decline to 13s, at the beginning of 
last year, and 88 3d in Jan., 1884. The reports 
of a diminished production on the coast of San 
Salvador, published last fall, appear to be true. 
Ontheamount of this year’s production will 
depend whether a further decline is possibie. 

Balsam Tolu.—The receipts of this have been 
sufficient, and the variations in price have baen 
insignificant. 

Benzoin.—The receipts of various sorts of 
benzoin were considerable during the past 
year; in London they amounted to about 2, 
cases. Siam benzoin remained high, the price 
varying in London from £32 10s@50. Sumatra 
of fine and medium quality, was difficult to 
find. Larger quantities were received of a 
brownish Penang variety, which is similar to 
the Palambang, but is lesss favored. Large 
quantities of Palambang arrived, but only of 
medium or inferior quality. 

Camphor.—Has had a downward tendency 
during the past two years, causing heavy losses 
to the importers. The prices, $13@13 50 per 
picul, hardly admit of further reduction. The 
shipments from Japan in 1882, were: 

6,759 piculs to Europe, 
20,969 piculs to America, 
5,513 piculs to China, &e, 


Total, 33 241 piculs. 
against 33,994 piculs in 1882, 23,714 piculs in 1881, 
and 18,861 piculs in 1880. 

Cantharides.—The advance in this article, 
predicted in our last report, has become too 
true. Atthe close ef the year the price ad- 
vanced 100 per cent. Russian cantharides were 
quoted at 98@9s 6d in London, Chinese can- 
tharides advanced from Ys 6d to 48 6d, but they 
arrive only in very small lots. 

Cardamoms.—Ruled quite high during the 
passed year, but declined during the first 
months of the present. Malabar from 8s to 7s per 
lb, Aleppy from 6s to 5s, Ceylon from 3s 3d to 
2s 9d. 

Wax.—An unsatisfactory home production, 
and small arrivals caused an advance in wax. 
Carnauba wax was very scarce, and command- 
ed a good price. Japan wax varied from 42 to 
498 in London. The shipments from Japan in 
1888, were, 

7,238 piculs to Europe. 
1,129 piculs to America, 
18,820 piculs to China, & Co. 

Ozokerite.—With the present high prices of 
beeswax, this should demand special attention, 
but the Galizian producers have raised the price 
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of the crude material to a point at with it hard- 
ly pays to purify.it. A retional method of 
mining still appears to be a rarity. 

Cinchonia Bark.—The cinchonia trade was a 
very unprofitable one during the past year. 
Large imports, small deliveries, increasing 
stocks, and hand-to-mouth buying by the con- 
sumers, are the factors with which importers 
and cultivators had to calculate. The prices 
were depressed and the trade became unprofit- 
able. We saw in our last year’s report that the 
diminished consumption must exert its in- 
fluence, but that it was principally the remark- 
able convention of the largest European and 
American manufacturers, that wrought a 
condition, by advancing the price of the man- 
ufacture, and at the same time depressing the 
value of the material, which, fortunately, has 
never been equalled in the annals of the drug 
trade. Ever since July last, the priee of cin- 
chona bark lost all connection with the price of 
the manufacture. The natural consequence of 
this unnatural condition could not but make 
itself felt. While cheap material and cheap 
manufacture, generally increase the consump- 
tion of an article, the trade in quinine gradu- 
ally ceased; forevery dealer, pharmacist and 
consumer bought not one ounce more than 
necessary, while former speculators attempted 
to unload their stock at prices which were 
considerably below the official. The cinchona 
trade necessarily fell off very much during the 
past year,as will be seen from the following ta- 
ble of receipts in London.

The South American barks show a continu- 
ous decrease, while the East India barks, and 
more particularly those from Ceylon show an 
increase in receipts. It is remarkable that the 
cupreas, which played such a great roll in 1881 
and 1882, (and were then said tobe exhausted). 
notwithstanding the unremunerative prices, 
more than 40,000 packages were brought to 
London, so that they still form the greater 
part of the stock. The new cinchona planta- 
tions of Bolivia,, which are very promising, 
will soon be productive. It is reported from 
Dyoorling (East India), and also from Jamaica 
that shipments have been withheld becauce an 
advance in prices was awaited. Java now sup- 
plies rapidly increasing quantities of rich 
barks. 

The government and private plantations ar 
covered with many millions of the best trees, 
specially Ledgeriana, which in the fourth year 
of their growth g:.2 a bark containing from 
9toll percent of quinine. Itis well known 
that experiments in cultivating cinchonas have 
been made in Mexico, California and Brazil, 
and itis probable that at no very distant day 
the cultivated barks will make the wild South 
American barks, which can only be obtained 
with difficulty, altogether dispensable. There 
will certainly be no deficiency in material for 
making quinine for some years to come, and it 
is to be hoped, therefore, that the prices of this 
article will remain ata moderate point. Too 
great a sinking in price will produce a disturb- 
ance in their cultivation. The so-called medi- 
cinal barks, such as Loxa, Guiaquil and Hu- 
anocco, continue losing their importance. The 
inferior yellow barks from Porto Cabello, Mara- 
caibo, Lima, &c., still find takers; they, how- 
ever, will only sell at prices which hardly pay. 
There was a continuous demand for cinchona 
rubra; but even at the highest prices it was 
generally impossible to obtain good qualities. 

Saffron.—Although the saffron crops in Spain 
and Gatinais were satisfactory, the prices de- 
clined very little. It is advisable to exercise 
great care in making purchases, as inferior 
qualities are largely being sold for prime at the 
present time. 

Cupvebs.—This article was subject to consid- 
erable advances during the past year, especially 
on account of the American demand. The 
stock in London is very small, and a further 
advance is probable. 

Arnica Fiowers.—These were very quiet dur- 
ing the past year, as there were few American 
urders. At the present low prices it will hardly 
pay to collect them. 

Chamomile (common.)—Lower prices can 
hardly be expected, as there is a general de- 
mand for the new crop. 

Chamomile (Roman).—Were offered at a low 

figure, and the stock is sufficient to supply the 
demand. 
_ Pyrethrum.—The low price of the Dalmatian 
insect powder during the past few years has 
considerably limited the consumption of the 
Persian, and almost rendered it superfluous. 
From June Ist, 1883, to March Ist, 580,000 kilos 
were brought to Trieste, 500,000 of which tound 
takers. The advance which ruled at the begin- 
ning of the year has brought the stock which 
was held in the producing countries to 
Trieste. It is believed that the holdings will not 
be sufficient to supply the demand until the 
new crop comes in, 

Senna Leaves.—Tinnevelly senna leaves were 
abundant. ‘but as the better qualities were 
scarce the prices were high. Alexandrine 
senna advanced, as it is feared that on account 
of the difficulties in the Soudan and Upper 
Egypt the supply will be cut off. The stock at 
Cairo is said to be very small; the same is re- 
ported from Trieste. 

Galls.—The high prices, up to 102s 64 per cwt, 
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which ruled in 1882 for Chinese galls. had to fall 
on account of the large arrivals in February of 
the past year. It is probable that prices will 
soon advance. Aleppo galls also dechined, and 
in Avg. good blue varieties were quoted in 
London at 52s 64@55s. Advices pointing toa 
poor new crop caused an advance to 70@72s. 

Gum Arabic and Senegal.—During the past 
half year gum arabic received special atten- 
tion. In September last a peried of rapid ad- 
vances began, which assumed particularly 
large dimensions, when in December and Janu- 
ary the successes of the Mahdi made it appear 
probable that the commerce of the Soudan 
would for a long time be lost. During the 
summer months Alexandrine gum of fine 
quality was quoted at 52s 6d@55sin Lendon 
and Liverpool; in October the same quality 
sold for 80s; at the end of December for 85s, and 
in the beginning of this year it rapidly ad- 
vanced to 110s. Toward the end of December 
the stock was everywhere considerably re- 
duced; this is particularly true of Trieste, 
where on the 3lst of December, 1883, there 
were only 644 pkgs in first hands, against 3,914 
in 1882; 3,521 in 1881 and 5,906 in 1880. The va- 
rious other gums, such as Australian, East In- 
dian, Madras and Mogador have also been sub- 
ject to a greater or less advance. Gum Senegal 
has advanced considerably. The new receipts 
are quoted at 200 frs. per 100 kilos in Bordeaux, 
while a year ago the price was about 110 frs. 

Shellac.—Notwithstanding the annually in- 
creasing consumption, the production during 
the past year was again in excess. 

Quassia wood.—Jamaica quassia wood sold at 
ridiculously low prices, but the stock appears 
to be clearirg up now. 

Manna.—The reports on the manna crop in 
Sicily were critical as early as August last, be- 
cause several days rain had injured the Cannu- 
lata. In September it was reported that heavy 
rains had almost completely destroyed the en- 
tire crop. The prices were double what they 
are in good years, for all qualities. 

Oil of orange, bergamot and lemon,—The 
prices are abnormally low, the crop being 
abundant. 

Cod Liver Oil.—The past year was exceeding- 
ly unfavorable for cod liver oil. The quantity 
of cod caught in the principal fisheries, the 
Lofoten and Finnland, was not only numeri- 
cally small, but the livers were also compara- 
tively small. 1000 fish gave only 1 bbl of livers, 
while in very good years, about 350 to 400 will 
give the same amount. The medicinal oils, 
left very much to be desired in quality. It is 
not surprising therefore, that prices are very 
high; nevertheless the quotations of last sum- 
mer, 320 kr for steam oil and 200 kr for medi- 
cinal oil, considering the poor quality, were 
enormous, and largely due to speculation. As 
the consumption was limited to indispensible 
quantities, there was a decline in the fall, and 
at the close of the year some purchases were 
made at 190 kr for steam oil, and 140 kr for 
medicinal oil. In March of the present year, 
the production was considerably improved. Up 
to the 14th of March, the catch in Lofeten, 
amounted to about 10,000,000 fish, giving 2300 
bbls of steam oil and 10,500 bbis of livers, against 
6,000,000 giving 250 bbls steam oil, in the previ- 
ous year. About 650 livers filled a barrel, while 

1000 were required the year before. On Sond- 
mor and Romadale at the same time, 5,000,000 
fish had been caught, while there was no catch 
in 1883, in these places steam oil is mostly made. 
The price of steam oil, has now declined, at 
Bergen, to 150 kr. and will probably decline 
still further. 

Peppermint Oil.—Notwithstanding a limited 
crop and high prices in New York, higher 
prices could not be obtained in London for 
American Oil, particularly for H. G. Hotchkiss. 
Older stocks held by speculators, exerted a de- 
pressing influence, and forced sales in Decem- 
ber brought the price down to 12s 6d and less. 
English peppermint oil, specially Mitcham, 
could not maintain the high price 32@35s per 
lb demanded by the farmers. Japanese crys- 
tallized peppermint oil, played a very import- 
ant role, since the menthol pencils became a 
fashionable article. Prices advanced 100 per 
cent, but recent arrivals from Japan, permit 
lower quotations for finest purified menthol. 

Oil of Sassafras.—Has become short, the 
severe winter in the United States, having de- 
layed operations. 

Opium.—The trade in Tuskish opium, was 
dull during the past year, due to the absence 
of speculation. Theprices followed a declining 
tendency, until the appearance of the new crop 
in June. Yerli, which at the close of the year, 
was still worth M0p. in Smyrna, declined to 
110p., and for the first of the new drug, still 
lower. A large crop was expected, at first as 
much as 12,000 packages. In July it was found 
that this estimate was much too high, and that 
only about 7000 had been harvested. In con- 
sequence, there was an advance of 10 to 15 per 
cent.,8so that Bogaditz was 130p, Yerli 120p, 
Pschequentie 92p.in Smyrna. The Constanti- 
nople varieties, particularly Gueve, advanced 
almost 20 per cent. In December and January 
large American orders produced a live market, 
and prices advanced again. There were large 
arrivals of Persian opium in London during 
the past year. As the last Indian crop was un- 
favorable, Persian opium is in demand for the 
East. It is worthy of notice that a short time 
ago about 3000 ozs. of morphine and 6000 ozs, 
narcotine were sold at auction, on account of 
the government, in London. These prepara- 
tions were made in India, but met with no fa- 
vor on account of their poor quality. The 
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narcotine remained unsold. We could not de- 
termine the circumstances of these prepara- 
tions; it was said that they were prepared from 
confiscated opium. 

Rhubarb.—The choice of Chinese rhubarb 
was very limited during the past year. Fine, 
genuine Shensi was altogether wanting at 
timesin China; in London 4s per pound and 
more were paid for it.. During the last months 
eun dried Szechuen was still scarcer. 

Sarsaparilla Root.—While Vera Cruz sarsapa- 
rilla remained at a moderate price, the Hondu- 
ras advanced considerably during the lastsix 
months. 

Senega Root.—Through the winter months 
this maintained the prices reached in the fall. 
Southern senega roots are already quite scarce. 

Ginger.—All varieties of ginger advanced 
during the past year, specially Bengal. The 
stock of this variety is very @miall; 40s. is 
asked for summer shipments. African ginger 
was mostly short, and advanced from $s. in 
January to 50s. in September. _ Cochin and 
Jamaica ginger maintained high prices, 

Ergot.—Remained very quiet as the offers 
from Russia continued low, and there was ne 
special demand from America. 

Tragacanth—The demand for tragacanth was 
much increased by low prices; all. qualities 
have declined to rare, low figures; this is par- 
ticularly true of the finest Syrian qualities. 

Benzoic Acid.—Benzoie acid, from toluol,:has 
declined about 10 per cent. and again reached 
bottom price. Exurtna tanrina is not to be 
had, as the manufacturers of this acid have 
ceased operations; ex wrina equina has recently 
been offered, but the price demanded was 50 
per cent. higher, than that for toluol benzoic 
acid. The quality of horse urine benzoic acid 
has been much improved, and it is difficult, 
even for experienced noses to distinguish it 
from cattle urine benzoic acid. E resina 
Siamensi, which is about 5 times as expensive 
as Pambang benzoic acid, was in good demand 

Moderate prices of Siam benzoin permitted a 
reduction in te price of thigacid. H resina 
Palambang remained unchanged. 

Carbohe Acid—The demand for liquid car- 
bolic acid was brisk. The use of pure crystal- 
lized acid in the color industries as well as in 
medicine and for disinfectants, has consider- 
ably diminished, especially because as a digin- 
fectant It does not produce, the expected re- 
sults. 

Quinine sulphate.—The quinine market was 
in a very unsatisfactory condition during the 
past year. The stock of barks was very large; 
it it was estimated for the Engiish, French and 
American markets together, to be 119,994 pkgs: 
against 103.076 in 1882, ane only 59,743 in 1881. 
Large lots of quinine were in'the hands of 
speculators and dealers, who depressed the 
market. The demand was exceptionally small, 
especially from America. The New York mar- 
ket was overfilled to such an extent that large 
lots were returned to Europe. This depressed 
the market, so that Howard’s brand declined 
from 8s 3d per oz, to 78 5d, Continued absence 
of speculative activity led to forced sales in 
May of old lots, which could no longer be held, 
causing a further decline. The evils of the 
time were overproduction and consequent 
competition, which then attained its zenith. In 
the German market the price of quinine de- 
clined from 250 m. per kilo to 160 m., within 
a few weeks. The burning of the largest Amer- 
ican quinine manufactory again produced an 
advance to 200 m. per kilo. This did not, how- 
ever, last long; the effects of that fire had been 
over-estimated by many, and it appears that 
notwithstanding all efforts to raise the price, 
the existing over-production is an insurmount- 
able obstacle, for a lasting, healthy, condition 
in the price of this article. 

Chinoline and Chinoline Tartrate.—The de- 
mand has somewhat increased during the past 
winter; they consequently appear to be oftener 
used as antipyretics. 

Glycerin.—During the past half year the price 
of glycerin gradually receded, as crude glycerin 
was offered-at low figures from Russia. It is to 
be hoped that prices will soon return to their 
normal condition.

An offer of 35<c. is 
reported as being declined for 150 tons. Come- 
mon is dull at 3 60c. 1t is reported that St. Louis 
corroders refused to bid 3 374éc. there for lead, 
though it is not said to be offered at this price. 
Sales are reported here of 160 tons refined at 
3 70c., and 100 tons common at 3 60c, 

White lead, dry and in oil, are both receiving 
more attention, as the pleasant weather of the 
past few days has made a perceptible change in 
the demand, especially from the country. Sales 
are reported of 50 tons of the former and 75 

ons of the latter, all at prices within the range 
of association prices. 

Zincs are meeting with an improved demand 
at unchanged quotations. Sales are reported 
of 400 bbis at 34éc and 250 bbis of extra at 33{c. 
French is steady with sales reported of 60 bbis 
RS and 2% bbls G8 at prices within the range 
of our quotations.

WINDOW GLASS. 


The strike of the Belgium glass blowers has 
collapsed and it isexpected that the factories 
will resume work at once. The immediate etf- 
fect of the surrender was an easiness in prices 
abroad. Fortunately the condition of the mar- 
ket here did not require impurters to purchase 
largely during the continuance of the strike 
and therefore the sudden resumption and con- 
sequent decline in prices will have little effect 
uponthem. French glass is in moderate de- 
mand, without any indication of weakening in 
prices. American glass is quiet, and from the 
report that Western manufacturers had ad- 
vanced the price 10 per cent, they evidently ex- 
pect that the demand will absorb their whole 
product. Because consumption at present is 
slow, dealers are loth to lay in the supplies that 
the necessities of the season’s building opera- 
ations will require, and this disposition of deal- 
ers seems to be rather encouraged than depre- 
cated by manufacturers. Notwithstanding the 
present lassitude of business and indifference 
of dealers,the prospect of summer and fall 
trade is good.

The Testing of Dyestuffs. 


BY A. SANSONE. 


While still on the subject of testing ¢yestuffs 
on cotton, the testing of indigo may be men- 
tioned. Everyone acquainted with the trade 
knows that the latter varies a good deal both 
in quality and price. Some long engaged in 
the indigo trade have acquired by practicea 
great power of discrimination, and can easily 
pick out in alot of samples the best qualities, 
and classify them for their respective values; 
but only afew bave this skill, and therefore 
recourse must be had to actual determinations 
of the colorificpower. Here, again, very many 
methods have been recommended—some rely- 
ing on the oxidation of the indigotine, some on 
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the treatment of the indigo with sulphuric 
acid, and then comparing the solution in water 
(of the sulphonic acids so obtained) by means 
of the colorimeter. Here, also, the same ob- 
servations may be made as before, viz., that 
these methods may yield in some cases good re- 
sults in the laboratory, and be of some use to 
the chemist, but they are of little or no value 
to the practical dyer; and besides this, even 
tkeir scientific accuracy may be doubted, be- 
cause the methods which rely on the oxidation 
of indigotine solution are wrong, on the 
ground that commercial indigo is not formed 
of pure indigotine only, but contains other or- 
ganic substances, which would also be oxi- 
dized by the process, and therefore show a 
higher percentage of the coloring matter. 
This, again, only refers to unsophisticated pro- 
ducts. What would be the value of the oxida- 
tion methods when testing indigo which has 
been adulterated with organic substances? 
The methods based on the treatment of indigo 
samples with sulphuric acid, in order to obtain 
the indigo carmines, are more rational, but 
only inthe case of testing these indigo car- 
mines, or soluble indigo, against each other, by 
dyeing on wool or silk with the ordinary meth- 
ods; but this mode of testing is only 
valuable to the manufacturers of the 
carmines themselves, or to those who 
buy the indigo to make it soluble 
for their own use. To the cotton dver 
this method had no interest whatever, and the 
only way he bas of testing his indigo is by the 
same dyeing operation that he uses in practice 
—that is, by the use of the vat on a small scale. 
This may at first seem avery troublesome and 
somewhat lengthy operation, but the results 
will amply repay the extra trouble and time 
spent over the testing. The manipulations are 
tolerably simple, but they require careful at- 
tention in order to obtain reliable results. It is 
well known that indigo vats are set up by dif- 
ferent methods, all relying on the same prin- 
ciple of converting the insoluble indigotine, or 
indigo blue, into the soluble indigo white, 
through the process of reduction by means of 
nascent hydrogen. For cotton dyeing the cop- 
peras vat is the one mostly used, although the 
Schutzenbeager and Leldnde method with the 
bydrosulphite is getting more and more in 
favor. These two methods of preparing the 
can be used for the estimation of indigo which 
is to beemployed for eotton dyeing. In the 
first place, the grinding of the indigo samples 
is of great importance; and may be here men- 
tioned that it is better to grind in the mortar 
first, and then to weigh out the amount which 
must be used for the testing, rather than to 
grind the indigo which has been previously 
weighed, as some loss occurs in the grinding, 
which might cause error, especially when 
breaking up the larger pieces of the indigo, 
some of which might fly about and getlost. The 
samples to be tested are therefore previously 
ground sepurately, and then 5grms, of the 
standard sample (a priced indigo of known 
good quality) are weighed out and put ina 
porce.ain mortar, and mixed with enough 
water to formathin paste, capable of being 
easily worked with the pestle. 1t is well ground 
for 20 to 30 minutes, then mixed with water 
enough to fijl the mortar almost completely; 
then itis left to settle for a few minutes, 
taking care to knock, orrather totap, on 
the top of the mortar with a wooden 
stick, This is done to cause the heavier 
particles of indigo, which have not been 
ground finely enough, to sink to the bottom, 
while the lighter particles float in the water. 
After about 10 minutes the liquor is decanted 
into a glass cylinder (tall boy), which bas been 
gauged and marked to eontuin 1 litre or 1,000 
cubic centimetres of water. The residue in 
the mortar is ground again, then treated agaid 
with water as before,und the liquor added 
again to the glass cylinder or tall boy. These 
grinding operations are repeated so long es 
there is uny residueat the bottom of the mor- 
tar--in other words, until all the indigo has 
been finely ground and decanted into the tall 
boy, which, however, must not be filled com- 
pletely, but only to about one-half, or at the 
most two-thirds, of its capacity. The grinding 
and the quantity of water must be so managed 
that only 600 or 700 cubic centimetres are ob- 
tained in all, otherwise there would not be 
room in the tall boy for the soluion of the 
copperas and the siacked lime. This can be 
easily managed, as, if the tall boy has already 
been filled with over 6.0 cubic centimetres of 
the liquor containing the finely ground indigo 
in suspension, instead of taking fresh water for 
the mixing with the ground indigo, the same 
liquor is taken out of the tali boy—in other 
words, the sample is ground, mixed with 
water, and decanted. The cake which collects 
at the bottom of the mortar, instead of being 
mixed wita fresh water, is mtxed with the de- 
canted liquor which has already been added 
into the glass cylinder, the settling and the de- 
canting being continued just in the same way. 
When all the indigo is finely ground, and has 
been all brought into the gluss cylinder by de- 
cantation as described, the reduction of the 
indigotine is proceeded with as follows: 15 
grms. of fresbly-burnt lime are slacked 
in a porcelain or in a small iron capsule, 
by carefully adding a little water at the time 
until perfectly slacked; then more water is 
added, in order to produce a tolerably thin 
milk of lime. Ten grms. of copperas (green 
vitriol or sulphate of protoxide of iron) are 
then dissolved in about 100 or 150 cubic centi- 
moters of boiling water, and this solution is 


added at once to the glass cylinder containing 
the finely ground indigo and water. The whole 
is well stirred up with a wooden stick ora 
glass rod, and immediately after the milk of 
lime, prepared as above, is added by passing it 
through a sieve, the whole being well stirred 
allthetime. Enough water is then added to 
make all the liquor up to 1000 cubic centime- 
ters; itis well agitated again, then left to reat, 
and stirred well every three or four hours. The 
testing isto be madein not less than about 2 

hours after the setting of this miniature vat, 
taking care to mix it up well three or four 
hours before using it. The other sample or 
samples of indigo the quality of which is to be 
determined are ground separately, and then so 
much of the dyestuff is weighed out in propor- 
tion to its price as compared with th>stand- 
ard, by calculating the amount according to 
the rule of proportion, the weight of samples 
being in inverse proportion to their prices— 
that is, the higherthe price the less must be 
used. Suppose, for instance, that the sample 
of indigo to be tested is dearer than the stand- 
ard, and that it has been, found by calculation 
that four parts of the sample are equal in price 
to five parts of the standard, then 4grms. of 
the ground indigo sample are weighed out and 
ground with water in a mortar, as described, 
and a second miniature vat is prepared in the 
same way, and with the same proportion of 
lime and copperas, as explained before. If 
more samples are to be tested, of course more 
small vats are set, each in a separate glass cyl- 
inder, identified with a label bearing the num- 
berorthe description of the sample it con- 
tains. All these miniature vats are set up, of 
course, at thesame time, so that they may 
also be used at the same time—that is, about 24 
hours afterwards. Now we can proceed to the 
testing. For this purpose cotton yarn (or 
cloth), which has been previously weighed, 
boiled and well washed, is wrung out and 
dyed. Suppose the yarn has been divided in 
small swatches of 5 grms. or 10 grms. each, then 
one swatch is taken and immersed in the vat 
No. 1 (the one made with the standard sample), 
by hanging it onan iron hook made out ofa 
stout wire, turned in the form of an S, so that 
on one side is bung the cotton in such a way 
that the yarn forms a thicker gwatch of about 
6 in. to 8 in. in length, while the other 
side of the hook is hung on one side of the glass 
cylinder. Care must be taken that all the yarn 
is immersed inthe liquor, as it must be turned 
several t mes in order to take the color equally, 
and it must also be wrung out several times so 
that the liquor may penetrate the cotton thor- 
oughly. With such a small quantity of yarn 
the wringing cannot be go perfect as when per- 
forming the operation on a hank inthe dye- 
house, but it can be pretty well managed by 
means of the iron hook mentioned before, 
which is held in one hand, while a glass or an 
iron rod is introduced in the yarn and held in 
the other hand. Thusit is wrung, care being 
taken to let the liquor tall again intothe small 
vat. Aftera fewturns, the cotton is finally 
wrung out and left to air for about 20 minutes. 
Other swatches of yarn are dyed in the same 
miniature vat, and care taken that they all 
come up to the same shade ag the one made at 
first. The number of the cotton swatchés— 
corresponding, of course, to the weight of the 
cotton which has been dyed—is noted, and the 
result compared with that obtained when dye- 
ing in the other vat or vats. In dyeing in the 
other vats the same precautions must be taken 
as just described. Asarule, 5 grms. of indigo 
of good quality will dye 100 grms, of yarn ofa 
medium sbade. It must be here observed tbat 
towar ds the end of the dyeing, when the vat is 
almost exhausted, such full shades cannot be 
obtained as at the beginning, therefore it would 
be futile to try to obtain the last swatches of 
the same shade as those obtained at the very 
first, and one must be contented to obtain the 
last swatches from the other samples to com- 
pare with those obtained out of the standard 
sample. It must also be observed that while 
at first one or two dips in the vat willgive a

larger ones of, say, 2, 3, 5, or more litres might 
be adopted. The quantitics of indigo, lime, 
and copperas may also be varied—indeed, a8 a 
rule, every dyer has his own pet proportions. 
If, instead of the copperas vat, the one with 
zine dust (composition) is employed, then the 
dyes in bis testings will, of course, use his own 
methods and precautions. The same remark 
applies to the users of Schutzenberger’s vat, 
which is, in fact, even more suitable for testing 
sainples than the one prepared with coppcras. 
It may be remarked that these valuations of 
indigo by means of the vats on the small scale 
are rather troublesome and tedious, but as they 
are the only ones giving reliable results there 
is no choice left, and the writer would be very 
glad to describe any quicker or simpler method 
if he knew of one. But everybody using large 
quantities of indigo in a year, and therefore 
paying large sums for tke same, will not be- 
grudge a little extra time and trouble in order 
to obtain reliab‘e results—Tertile Manufacturer.

A New Bleaching Process. 


Although we are very far removed from the 
times when brown linen manufactured in Scot- 
land was sent to Holland in the month of March 
to be bleached, and was usually returned in the 
tollowing October, and although great ad- 
vances have been made since Berthollet, just 
acentury ago, first suggested the application 
of an aqueous solution of chlorine to the pur- 
poses of bleaching, the bleaching process is 
stilla comparatively slow one, and any at- 
tempt made iu recent times to hasten it has 
been carried out at the expense of the fabric. 
This condition of matters, however, would now 
appear to be greatly changed by reason of an 
ingenions process of bleaching which has been 
inyented and brought into practical shape by 
Mr. Jacob Baynes Thompson, and which we 
have recently seen in operation. In the ordi- 
nary process of bleaching, the goods to be 
bleached are usually first boiled with lime ina 
large circular boiler or “kier.”’ The boiling is 
continued for about seven hours, after which 
the goods are washed in clear water and then 
submitted to what is termed the “souring” 
process. This consists in steeping the goods 
tor four or five hours in water made sour by 
means of hydrochloric acid. Then comes 
another washing, then a nine hours’ boiling in 
a soda lye, succeeded by another washing,after 
which the goods are submitted to the “chem- 
icking” process. This consists in steeping them 
ina dilute solution of chloride of lime for 
about four hours. The foregoing processes, 
with the exception of the lime boiling, are re- 
peated several times, there being in ali some 
sixteen distinct operations for ordinary cotton 
goods, the time occupied usually extending 
over from five to eight days. Numerous at- 
temps have been made to improve this process 
or to supersede it by others which should 
shorten the time of operation, but hitherto 
without success. By Mr. Thompson's process, 
however, the problem has been practically 
solved and an important advance made in the 
art of bleaching. 

Ino this process the distinctive feature is the 
conducting of the chemicking and the souring 
operations at one and the same time. The 
bleaching agent is a very dilute solution of 
chloride of hme, and the decomposing or 
souring agent is carbonic acid gs. Another 
original feature in this processis the use of 
tifethylroseaniline and oxalic acid, through 
which the goods are finally passed ia order to 
rewove the faint natural yellow tinge of the 
cotton. In carrying out the Thompson process 
ths goods are first boiled in an alkaline solu- 
tion and washed, They are then placed inp an 
air-tight kier, connected on the one hand with 
a vessel containing the bleaching solution, and 
on the other wirh a gas holder containing the 
carbonic acid gas. A cbarge of the bleaching 
solution is first pumped in, and the goods are 
allowed tosoakin it for five minutes. Tho 
liquor istben run out from the bottom of the 
kier,and communication with the gasholder 


medium shade, the following swatches will / baving been opened, the gus is drawn in by the 


haveto be dipped repeatedly in order to come 
up tothe same depth of color. When allthe 
swatches have been dyed in the vat they must 
be soured—tbat is, passed through a weak solu- 
tion of alum and sulphuric acid—and then 
washed. For 100 grms. of cotton, 4 grm. 
is dissolved in boiling water, and then add- 
ed to about 2,000 grms. or 3,000 grms. or rather 2 
or 3 litres of cold water, along with 4 germ. 
of sulphuric acid. Through this bath ali the 
yarn from the vats is passed, worked for about 
a quarter of an hour, then well rinsed and 
dried. Whiie performing these testings, care 
should be taken not to mix the swatches out of 
one sample with those out of the other sam- 
ples. For this purpose small pieces of string 
are attached to each swatch, each string bear- 
ing one or more knots according to the dis- 
tinguisbing numbers ef the sampies tested. It 
is also to be mentioned that these determina- 
tions in vessels of only 1 litre capacity offer 
some difficulties,and that it may be better to 
perform them on a little larger scale—that is, 
instead of preparing small vats of only 1 litre, 


partial vacuum created, and takes the place of 
the liquor in the kier. Tle goods are subject- 
ed to the action of the gas for 55 min,, by which 
time it will have decomposed the whole of the 
chloride of limein the bleaching solution of 
the fibre ot the cloth. ‘The liquor ‘s again 
pumped into the kier, displacing the gas and 
driving it back again into the gasholder. These 
processess are repeated alternately for the 
periods stated for a total ot trom eight to 
tweive bours according to the nature of the 
fabric under treatment, linen occupying a 
much longer time than cotton goods. After 
the bleaching in the kier is finished the materti- 
al is well washed, passed through the solution 
of trietbylreseaniline, again washed, and the 
process is complete, It will be apparent to the 
practical mind that the two operations of 
chemicking and souring, hitherto performed 
separately, are here carried on simultaneously. 
Hence the value and importance of the pro- 
cess, which it further enhanced by the great 
reduction in the wear and tear of the material 
under treatment.

Linseed Oil is gradually improving in demand. 
It requires the entire production of Some of 
the city mills tosupply the local trade, In- 
buiries have come from the Westand South for 
car load lots, but the crushers have no surplus 
for this outlet and are not encouraging distant 
orders, which would have to be filled below the 
regular market here. The range of prices is 
still 57@58e. Only asmall lot of Western oil is 
on spot and it can be bought for 5éc. The 
views of Western crushers have advanced, the 
Chicago market being quoted at 6éc for spot, 
67c for June and 58c for July. The outlook 
is good for higher prices, 

Crude cottonseed oil is unchanged. The past 
three days have been bare of transactions, ow- 
ing to the same causes which have been so 
prominent characteristics of the market for 
some weeks. There is always a supply of spot 
oil, but held at figures above the views of pro- 
spective buyers, who are displaying lamentab‘e 
indifference. No recent offerings have been 
made, holders preferring to pay storage than 
sell at 3544c. The asking price for a prime arti- 
cle is 3i@a3c. Very little inquiry isto be noted 
for off grades and no oil of that character has 
been offered for some time, Dealers on change 
are expecting a better market and hope to re- 
alize full figures on their present stock. Their 
calculations are based on the views of crushers, 
but fail to take into account the lifeless condi- 
dition of trade. If there was a better outlet for 
crude it would be reasonable to expect a higher 
appreciation of values, but present indications 
are not betokening a favorable change. 

The market for refined cottonseed oil has 
been very uninteresting since last writing. The 
weck has been broken into and business in- 
terrupted by the removal of the Produce Ex- 
change. Monday was given up to amusements 
on ’change and very littie attention paid to 
trading. No session being held on Tuesday, on 
account of the opening ceremonies, there is no 
business to report except a few sales of prime 
summer yellow made outside at 42c, which 
seems to be the pivot for negotiations to work 
upon. Jobbing sales are also reported at 43}¢c. 
There were olferings at 42c, but no diposition 
was manifested to shade this figure; we have 
refusals at 4i44c in a large way. One dealer ex- 
pressed surprise at the condition of the market 
kere and said that he was unable to buy prime 
summer yeliow at New Orleans under 43}¢c de- 
livered in New York or about 4lc at the mills, 
Cooking grades are only in request in a jobbing 
way on a basis of 45c. No business has been 
done lately in tank bottoms and cottonseed 
stearine. The export inquiry is also light.

Paraffine oils are dull but some disposition is 
manifested to sustain prices on 25 gravity. 
There is no occasion for reducing values on 
this grade and buyers find their arguments for 
better aecommodations of no avail. The ask- 
ing figures represent the purchasing value and 
this one price policy is the main feature of 
trade in 25 gravity. Sales are reported of round 
lots all the way from 124%c for weak cold test 
grades tol5c. Thetrade in 28 gravity is ex- 
ceedingly duli, An effort is being made to 
strengthen the market as valucs‘are too low for 
profit, but competition is furnishing consumers 
with a prime article at 9c in a large way on the 
New York dock. Some manufacturers con- 
tinue to quote 9}¢c and others are soliciting 
bids at lower figures. The indications for an 
improvement are not of avery promising na 
ture and unless a better business showing is 
made a weaker condition may be the result- 
We have sales of 400 bbls at 9@94c. The in- 
quiry for 30 gravity is so limited that oil in sec- 
ond hands can be bought at easier figures. 


The market for neutral filtered oils has dis- 
played no improvement. On the contrary this 
class of oils seems ‘to be neglected, as there 
is almost a total suspension of business in some 
quarters. One of the principal refineries bas 
found it necessary to close down on account of 
the stagnation in trade. Every effort possible 
has been made to invite orders, but manufac- 
turers find the situation still dull, stale and un- 
profitable. Surplus stocks are offering at 
easy figures. The range of quotations 
may be stated as follows: For 32% gravity, 30c; 
3414, gravity 21; and 36 gravity 18c. These fig- 
ures are for strictly bloomless oils. Cheaper 
grades are on the market. An early reaction is 
looked for in the demand but no material 
change in values. We have heard of no round 
lots moving since last report. 

Cylinder stocks are distressingly dull. Manu- 
facturers and jobbers are waiting for buginess, 
and some of their offices are scenes of idleness. 
The inside prices now asked for round lots are 
as follows: Light filtered, 550 deg., 20c.; light 
filtered, 600 deg., 22c; red filtered, 6u0 deg., 18c.; 
dark filtered, 600 deg., lic.; dark filtered, 500 
deg., l4c., cold test light filtered, 30c.; cold test 
dark filtered, 20c.; dark steam refined, 11@18}¢c.; 
It will be seen by these figures that cold test 
filtered grades are much easier, the tormer 
quotations being 22@38c.

rhe Manufacture of Oil of Tarpen- 


tine and Resin. 
BY WILLARD B, SHUPTRINE, PH.G.* 


§ Inthe manufacture of oil of turpentine and 
: resin, @ convenient portion of pine landt is 
taken, where the necessary homes are con- 
tructed, and early in January boxing the 
trees commences which lasts until the last of 
March. Alithe pines over twelve inches in di- 
ameter are boxed, namely, incisions are cut 
near the base of the tree, preferably in the 
south side, the boxes being about ten inches 
vroad and made to hold from two to three 
pints. Some trees of larger size having from 
three to five boxes, according to size of trunk; 
oblique gutters are cut above the boxes, to 
vonvey the turpentinein as it exudes. They 
ineet over the center of the box from each 
side, inclined downward. The boxes are di- 
vided into lots of 10,000 each, which is called a 
crop and is placed under the supervision ofa 
nan, 

The exudation commences immediately and 
very soon the boxes are filled, when it is 
dipped by means of wooden shovels, emptied 
into pails, then into barrels placed in conveni- 
ent places, each barrel containing 280 lbs. 

The boxes, when properly attended to, fill 
ubout seven times during the season, from 
March to October. 

As tho exudation becomes slow, new streaks 
are made, reaching through the bark and into 
the alburnum to the depth of about four con- 
centrical circles. 

The turpentine obtained during the first 
year is richer in oil and produces the best 
qualities of resin; it is called “yellow dip” or 
“pure dip.” 

That which congeals on the face of the trees 
is scraped off in October: it contains very lit- 
tle oil, having lost the greater part by evapo- 
ration. 

During the winter the stock of oil and resin, 
which accnmulates, is disposed of and arrange- 
ments made for commencing with the warm 
weather of the following season. 

The same farms are seldom worked longer 
than three or four years, as the trees become 
badly exhausted in that time, and there are 
new trees to work upon near at hand. 

The stillt is made of copper, varying in ca- 
pacity from eight to thirty barrels, some be- 
ing even largerthan this. It is inclosed ina 
brick furnace so that heat may circulate 
around it, It is supplied with a movable top 
through which the “gum” or crude turpentine 
is put. Atthe base there isa large stup cock 
or gateway through which the residue is 
drawn, after the distilling process is com- 
pleted; it is also supplied with a small stop 
cock at top, through which the water enters. 
The movable top is connected with a large coil 
of pipe for condensing, which is immersed in a 
tank filled w th cool water; the end of the pipe 
is brought through the side of the tank near 
the base so as to empty its contents into a bar- 
rel for that purpose. This barrel or receiver 
is furnished with two openings, one near the 
bottom, the other near the top. 

A convenient quantity of turpentine is 
placed in the still, being very dirty, containing 
leaves, sticks,et> Heat is applied and very 
soon the vapor begins to rise and is condensed 
while passing through the coil; it is emptied 
into the receivers. At first a greater part of it 
is water; the water immediately falls to the 
bottom vecause of its greater specific gravity 
andin ‘umpatibility; as the reeeiver is filled, 
tue we eris drawn out through the stow cock 
at the L.ase, while the lighter volatile oil is 
drawn from that at top and transferred to 
. arrels. 

As tbe distillation progresses, the quantity 
of water becomes small, when more is added 
through an opening at top of still. This pro- 
cess is continued until the distillate is largely 
water (one part of oil to twelve of water) when 
the fire is removed; the movable top is also 
taken away,and it is allowed to stand fora 
few minutes until most of the water passes 
away; then much of the straw and sticks is re- 
moved by means of strainers on long handles; 
after this is done, the large stop cock is opened 
and the liquid resin conveyed to strainers to 
remove all dirt, etc. The first strainer is, of 
course, wire, to remove large pieces of trash, 
then it is passed through cotton batting made 
for that purpose, lastly through a strainer 
made of wire gauze of No. 40 to No. 60, No. 60 
being use.1 for best qualities of resin; it is then 
allowe.i to stand in large vats until it is partly 
cooled, when it is removed to barrels, each 
containing 280 lbs. 

The resin from turpentine of the first year is

The oil is put in barrels, and after being al 
lowed to stand for a short while, deposits a sed- 
iment, mostly of suspended organic matter; 
this is removed, the barrels sealed up, when it 
is ready for market. 

The oil is now comparatively pure, and in 
this state we find itin the stores. To further 
purify it, itshould be distilled from caustic 
potassa. 

When the manufacture is conducted econom- 
ically,a profit is realized when twenty-five 
cents per gallouw is received for the oil, and 
from two dollars to four dollars per barrel for 
resin according to grade. 

Large quantities of these are exported 
yearly,and their manufacture is one of the 
most paying industries of those of our States 
so abundantly supplied with suitable trees to 
operate upon.—American Druggist.

Powerful Gas Wells in Ohio. 

The Steubenville section of the Ohio valley is 
worked up to a high pitch over the discovery 
of natural gas. While the efforts in this direc- 
tion have been unsuccessful in Steubenville, 
the villages of Lazearville and Midway, ad- 
joining Wellsburg, W. Va., on the line of the 
Pittsburg, Wheeling and Kentucky Railroad, 
six miles distant, are more fortunate, having 
within easy reach five flowing gas wells. South 
ofthe town are Barclay welis Nos. land 2, 
struck within two weeks; adjoining these is the 
Rocky Point well, while on the Ohio side, just 
opposite. is the Spaulding Iron Works’ weil. 
Over two hundred families in Wellisburg are 
private consumers from the Barclay wells, 
while all the factories use the gas as fuel. But 
the best and greatest well is that of Dalzell 
Brothers, glass manufacturers, and formerly of 
the Southside, Pittsburg. 

Five months ago. with every discouragement 
possible, the Dalzells began to bore ina flat, 
marshy piece of ground about two miles due 
north of the Barclay wells. Last Thursday, at 
a depth of 1,285 feet, a strong vein was struck, 
and lighted for the first time on Friday even- 
ing. The gas is of a pure quality, entirely free 
from salt water, and perfectly dry. The flame, 
when lit, extends 40 feet, and the light is plainly 
seen six milesaway. The well has 907 feet of 
casing. The earth about the mouth of the pipe 
is literally baked, while the roar can be heard 
four miles off, and windows one-fourth of a 
mile away continually rattle. The company 
believe the pressure fully up tothe McGuigan 
well in Pennsylvania, which is 300 pounds to

In connection with the gas well the company 
will have their glassworks for the manufacture 
of table lamps and ware in working order by 
July 1, and will use nothing but gas as fuel.

Besides supplying their works the company 
will supply private families. Thie will make an 
immense saving. Hundreds of people are 
visiting the well. In the office of the company. 
300 feet from the well, no other light is needed 
for reading or writing at night. The well is 
called the “Will o’ the Wisp.”

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, May 6, 1884. 

Tt has been a week of sudden and almost 
startling fluctuations. As noted in our Satur- 
day’s Extra, the latter part of last week show- 
ed a net advance of 5% cents per barrel and the 
closing figures on Friday night were 99}<c. 
Since then there have been big buying orders 
and yesterday $1 0334 was reached. To-day 
there were a gigantic selling movement and 96c 
was touched and the closing figures were 963{c. 

It will thus beseen that the market is en- 
tirely in the hands of the brokers. Many have 
said that the pronounced fluctuations were due 
to powerful manipulation. This may be 80, 
but there has been no manifestation of the 
fact. The market was boomed up on the report 
that the majority of producers had determined 
to curtail the production in the Pennsylvania 
district. It has been difficult to ascertain what 
definite plans have been decided upon, but that 
some agreement has been reached which pro- 
vides for the decrease of new operations in the 
oil fields and by which in some measure the 
yield of the old wells is to be curtailed is al- 
most an accepted fact. If this is true there 
will be a draft on the stocks and untimately a 
higher plane of values must be established. 

But speaking more in detail and without par- 
ticular reference to well news, which has not 
been a factor in the situation, Saturday morn- 
ing witnessed a slight improvement, and from 
9934c there was a rise to $1 02, and the final 
figures were $1013¢@1 0114, with sales on the 
two Exchanges of 18,213,000 bbls. 


Yesterday was another “bull” day, and 17,- 
564,000 bbis were sold on the two Exchanges at 
$1 0134@1 0354; later in the afternoon a scramble 
to secure “long” profits broke the price to 
$l 0134@1 01%, and these were the closing 
figures. 

To-day the “bulls” were struck by an old- 
fashioned cyclone. The failure of the Marine 
Bank and the ominous rumors circulated about 
other banking corporations created much un- 
easiness, and even the firmest believers in the 
oil situation hastened to unload; 31,339,000 bbis 
changed hands, making 130,212,(00 bbls for the 
week, against 78,521,000 bbls for the week pre- 
ceding. 

The feeling at the moment is certainly very 
unsettled. Financia! circles have been shaken 
to their foundations by the downfall of Mr. 
Keene, the failure of the Marine Bank, and the 
suspension of Ward & Grant of which firm the 
redoubtable old General, Ulysses 8. Grant, was 
epecial pariner. It is stated to night that he is 
“out” $250,000 by the affair, and that James D. 
Fish, President of the Marine Band, and Ferdi- 
nand T. Ward Lave been engaged in dubious 
real estate transact‘ons. When such men as 
Fish and Ward go to the wall it is not strange 
that confidence is shaken and that all legitimate 
and speculative commodities go by the board. 

The average daily runs and deliveries thus 
far this month are 49,684 bbls and 41,094 bbls 
respectively.

As reported in 
our Saturday extra 65,000 bbls 70 Abel test Lad 
been sold here and at Philadelphia at 854@8éc 
respectively. Since then refiners have deter- 
mined on higher figures and yesterday 60,000 
bbls were sold here at 834c, all this month’s de- 
livery. To-day was quiet, owing to the opening 
ceremonies of the new Produce Ex- 
change. The undertone, however, was firm and 
many concerns are busy on the liberal contracts 
accepted by them during the past week. 

In cases a very liberal movement to the East 
Indies has taken place and: fully 350,000 have 
changed hands at a slight improvement in 
prices. Crude, in barrels, has also been more 
active at 44c advance. Naphtha, gasolene and 
residuum have met with moderate sales at well 
supported figures. 

Refined for home use has been slow; little of 
interest bas transpired, but a steady feeling 
prevails, owing to the bright tone in export 
circles.

Tests of Petroleum Burning Oils. 


BY GEORGE P. SOYER, PH.C., EAST SAGINAW, 
MICHIGAN. 

My intention in this work was to test the 
heavier burning oils, but as I could not obtain 
samples of these, I was obliged to turn my at- 
tention toward the lighter oils in common use. 

In the work I have taken the specific gravity, 
flashing and burning points and applied a 
chill test of 32 deg. Fahr. 

The most important test for safety is the 
flashing point,and most of our States have 
very strict laws in regard tothis. [The Sani- 
tary Engineer, vol. iv, and v., “Petroleum 
Legislation in the United States.”"] In my ex- 


periment I used the Michigan tester, removing 
the cover when testing for the burning point. 
(Report on “The Methods and Apparatus for 
Testing inflammable Oils.” State Board of 
Health of New York, No. 45.] Of the samples 
I examined I find all but four stand the legal 
test. 

The test for clear burning is the chill test, 
and at 32 deg. Fabr. and approximate idea of 
the amount of solids can be obtained. All the 
oils I examined were quite free from these, In

With the exception of an active demand for 
quinine as detailed below there is very little of 
interest to note in this market siuce we last 
wrote. Opium continues easy under a limited 
demand. Gum arabics and shellac are both 
weaker, caused by the free offerings of some 
holders who wish to dispose of their surplus 
stocks. On other goods there are only few 
changes to note. 

Opium. 

There has only been a limited amount of bus- 
iness transacted in opium since our last report, 
The sales being confined to jobbing orders. 
Good old selected is beld at $3 80 at which 3 cs 
were placed, also 2 cs of selected new at $30. 
For new as it runs $385 is quoted, while job- 
bing quantitios are held firm at $4. Powdered 
is meeting with the usual demand at $4 90@5 as 
to quantity. Messrs. A. Lavino & .Co, in their 
market report, under date of Smyrna, April 14, 
say: “There has been’a,;good business doing in the 
article of late, sales for the past fortnight foot- 
ing up 147 baskets. A sudden demand appears 
to have sprung up in the chief consuming 
markets, as considerable purchases had already 
been made in London when the movement was 
taken up here, and buyers began to operate 
freely at the ruling rates. Receipts up to date 
are computed at 3741 bkts, against 2962 bkts for 
the last corresponding period. About a 
month ago we reported that some 
damage had been sustained by the grow- 
ing crop. We are now able to give 
some more detailed information on the subject. 

“Before this fact became known and judging 
by the area on which sowings bad been made, a 
render of from 10,000 to 12,000 bkts was general- 
ly expected, if circumstances continued favor- 
able throughout. A severe frosty weather hav- 
ing set in, the plants when the snow melted, 
were found to have suffered to some extent. 
The Yerli producing districts were chietly 
affected, and nearly all the rest in a lesser de- 
gree. The result has been that, instead of the 
above estimate, an average yield of from 5,000 
to 6,000 bkts is now reckoned upon. Consider- 
ing, however, that in some districts, such as 
the Karahissar one, fresh sowings were made 
last month, these in case they should be fa- 
vored by an exceptionally fine weather might 
bring up the total to 7,000 bkts, though, if the 
weather should turn out unfavorable, 5,000 bkts 
would be the probabls maximum, 

“Notwithstanding this change in the prospects 
as they at first appeared, we have always been 
of opinion that no rise was likely to be caused 
by it in our market, owing to the large stocks 
held here and elsewhere, and that the sole ef- 
fect of the altered circumstances could be to 
prevent our prices from declining for some 
time to come. Our opinion has proved so far 
correct, the quotations for the current descrip- 
tions of opium having remained unaltered ever 
since a month, although some parties may have 
been selling at leas to arrive, in the expectancy 
of a decline that has not yet taken place. 

Morphine is in better request, with sales of 
700 ozs of foreign on private terms, said how- 
ever to be about $2 60. P & W is quoted at $3 40 
while English in ounces is nominally quoted at 
$2 75, and eighths at $3.

“Sense About Soda.” 


An illustration often discloses the meaning of 
@ measure more clearly than any argument 
about abstract principles. This pending !‘ 
rison tariff—what has it to say about salt; i 
soda? 

We imported last year, of the carbons! : *2- 
cluding sal-soda and soda-ash,317,254,020 puis 
ofthe caustic soda 57,731,969 pounds, and uf 
other salts of soda 8,323,186 pounds; in ali 
about 212,000 tons. For the previous fiscal year 
more details were given; of soda-ash 267,250,809 
pounds were imported, of sal-soda 29,842,140, of 
Caustic 56,878,896, of salt,cake 8,954,834, of bi- 
carbonate 1,627,086, of sulphate 334,302, of silt. 
cate 106,101, and of stannate 66,249 pounds, The 
census of 1880 shows that of ull salts of soda we 
produce in this country is only about 40,000,000 
pounds, and import about nine-tenths of ali 
that we consume. 

Nor is there any other material that enters as 
an important element of the cost into a greater 
number of manufactures. With free caustic 
soda we might supply the world with soap, but 
we send the tallow and other fat to England 
because the soda is nearly doubled in cost by 
the duty. The manufacture of paper, of glase, 
and many other industries, bear a heavey bur- 
den because of the cost of these saltsof soda. 
That is one side of the question. How did it 
happen that Mr. Morrison did not place the 
salts of soda in the free list? 

But there is another side, In the far West 
are vast deposits of sulphate and carbonate of 
soda, deserts and lakes of alkali, inountains of 
sulphate of soda almost as pure as it can be pre- 
pared in England by the first and most costly 
process of Leblanc’s invention. As yet lack of 
cheap transportation bas prevented the utiliza- 
tion of these deposits, but it can hardly be 
doubted that the development of these natura! 
resources will ultimately enable us to export 
the salts of soda as largely as we now import 
them. Within the last two years the Union 
Pacific began to put up works to develop a 
wonderful deposit near Laramie. A statement 
embodied in the census report pronounces this 
deposit inexhaustible, affirms that the cost of 
production will ultimately be such as to pre- 
clude succes*ful competition by the importers, 
and looks for a product which will supply the 
entire soda trade of the United States. Just at 
this time, too, as appeared in evidence before 
the Tariff Commi-sion, the revolution in Euro- 
pean manufacture by the adoption of the am- 
monia process has induced several foreign 
manufacturers to transfer their industry to 
this country, one establishment being located 
near Syracuse and one at Bay City, Michigan; 
and these also, if undisturbed until they get a 
fair footing, promise to supply cheap galts of 
soda by the manufacture from salt or brine. 
Surely at such a time there is a good ground for 
continuing the nrotective duty on an industry 
so vastly important, Wnat does Mr. Morrison 
do abuut it? 

As usual, he blunders on either view of the 
question. He does not propose to continue the 
prtscat protection. But he does not put the 
,alts of soda in the free list. Neither does he 











reduce the duties on any common-sense princ- 
ple or in any rational manner. 

The average cost of the carbonates imported 
last year, wortb $4,221,809, was 1.2 cents per 
pound, and the duty of 4 of acent was about 
20 per cent.ad valorem. This duty Mr. Mor- 
rison does not venture to cut down at all, be- 
cause he finds that, in the ancient and long ob- 
solete Morrill tariff of 1861, the duty on these 
articles was 20 per cent. But the average cost 
of caustic imported last year, worth $1,255,213, 
was 2.2 cents per pound, and the duty, 1% cents, 
was equivalent to about 70 per cent. This duty 
Mr. Morrison has not the courage to put off 
altogether, nor yet to let alone; so he reduces 
it to 1.2 cents per pound, and thereby proposes 
to save to consumers the enormous 6um of 
$173,195.91. Is it worth while for 80 pitiful an 
advantage as this to arrest the transfer of for- 
eign establishments to this country, and the de- 
velopment here of a vast industry that will save 
miliions yearly to the people, and give trans 
portation of not less than 200.000 tons yearly to 
eur railroads? [fit is not worth while to pro~ 
tect, with such an end in view, then clearly it 
is worth while to give the country free salts of 
soda, But the Morrison tariff has not the sense 
or the courage to do either. It refuses free 
materials to the people, and yet cuts down 
duties enough to arrest the development ofan 
enormously important industry, and this it 
does on the pretext of saviag to consumers 
three-tenths of a centa piece in a year.—New 
York Tribune.

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The American System of Bleaching. 


The following article is reproduced from the 
columns of the London Dyer with pleasure, as 
it is a criticism of Toppan’s system of bleach- 
ing, a description of which appeared in this 
paper some weeks ago, and as some of our 
readers are anxious to be enlightened upon the 
subject, they are accommodated by the follow- 
ing. The Dyer says: 

A report of the discovery of a new system of 
bleaching by an American has gone the rounds 
of the Press, and as it is calculated to grossly 
mislead the public, we would at once say the 
whole thing as an important invention is a 
sham. We generally credit Jonathan with an 
amount of cuteness rather superior to our own 
but heseems to have been caught this time. 
We hear that the promoters of the company to 
work this so-called invention have met with 
wonderful success in the States and that the 
shareholders are in high hopes of big dividends. 
We happen to know all about this Mr. Charles 
Toppan who resides at Salem, Mass. He has 
just sufficient chemical knowledge to be dan- 
gerous to him, and seized with a desire to in- 
vent something he turned his attentions to 
bleaching, and the result may be beneficial to 
himself, but we cannot see how it can benefit 
others. 

Much curiosity has been expressed as to what 
the new process isjand we would therefore 
briefly explaln it. 

The essence of the invention lies in the use of 
asaponaceous compound which Mr. Toppan 
calls *“Sinapetroline,” and is a mixture of liqui- 
fied paraffin wax, mustard seed oil, and an al- 
kali. Ina solution of this sinapetroline and 
pure water the goods are boiled for two hours, 
they are then removed and rinsed in warm 
water. A second time passed in a solution of 
sinapetroline of the same strength they are 
boiled one hour and then rinsed in warm water. 
The goods are then chemicked in a bleach solu- 
tion of a strength from 3 to 5 deg. B., hot and 
piled. Should the cloth be very thick it might 
be necessary to repeat these operations, before 
finishing off the goods by washing in a strong 
solution of boiling water and sinapetroline. 
This is the whole of the process as patented in 
America, and by its use cotton routs, cocoa 
husks, and innumerable other kinds of fibre 
can be bleached and made available for the 
textile industry in next to no time, with but 
slight loss in weight and without any injury 
whatever. So says Mr. Toppan. 

The absurdity of the whole thing isso great 
that we cannot understand Mr. Ritchie, late a 
chemist at Harvard University, lecturing upon 
it, unless itis true what we hear about him 
purchasing an interest in the patent. Every 
chemist knows that it is absolutely impossible 
to saponify paratfin, and therefore whatever 
virtue there must be in this wonderful sinape- 
troline must come from the mustard seed oil, 
and there is no evidence forthcoming that boil- 
Ing a fabric in a soap made with mustard seed 
oil is in any way preferable to boiling the same 
fabric in an ordinary alkaline solution. 

The writer has experimented with this Top- 
pan mixture without obtaining even a good 
result. Even if this oil were an improvement 
its price would prohibit its extensive use, but 
probably this is of little concern to Mr. Toppan. 
Fancy using bleaching solution of even 8 deg. 
B., hot as the inventor proposes!! We doubt 
not but that it would bleach. Given a solution 
of sufficient strength nearly everything can be 
bleached, and that almost instantaneously, but 
bleachers have to make their goods white with- 
out injuring them, and this means the use of a 
weak and cold solution of bleaching powder. 
No! We have received many admirable inven- 
tions from America, but we cannot yet admit 
her superiorily in bleaching.

Soap-makers’ Department 


Manufacture of Toilet Soaps in Eng- 
land, 


In England the manufacture of toilet soaps 
is divided into two operations: first, boiling of 
the soapstock, und secondly, remelting, color- 
ing and perfuming of the same. The boiling 
generally takes place ia an iron: kettle, heated 
by steam. This is much more convenient.than 













































the use of an open fire, as there is no danger of 
any overflowing of the soap, because the steam 
can be shut off at any moment. The steam 
may be used directly or closed, according to 
circumstances. Most operations are carried on 
with closed steam, because direct steam intro- 
duces too much water into the soap. 

Two kinds of soapstock are generally made: 
tallow soap and tallow rosin soap. Both these 
soaps are boiled with lyes, which are as caustic 
as possible. Carbonate of soda is hardly ever 
used, These soaps receive no filling, but re- 
main pure curd soaps. 

The first kind, prime tallow soap, is generally 
boiled on several waters, according to the 
character of the tallow employed, The method 
is as follows: for a charge of— 

1,000 kilos tallow, are required 
110 kilos caustic soda, 

contained in about 750 kilos lye of 12 deg. B., 
and about 300 kilos lye of 30deg.B. The 75 
kilos weak lye are first placed into the copper 
with the tallow, and they are allowed to com- 
bine over a low fire, After combination has 
taken place, the stronger lye is added in small 
portions until a slight alkaline taste is obtain- 
ed. In doing this it may easily happen that the 
soap becomes thick; great care should there- 
fore be exercised, and samples should be con- 
tinually tested. As soon as the soap shows a 
tendency to thicken, lye isimmediately added, 
for a thickening can only take place when 
there is a deficiency of alkali and water. A 
saturated solution of salt, having density of 28 
deg. B., may also be used for bringing the soap 
back to its proper condition. When the soap is 
properly neutralized it is salted out. Salt is 
added to the soap until a test taken on a spatu- 
la allows the lye to run off bright and clear. 
This lye, when collected in a small dish, must 
no longer gelatinize. As long as this is the case 
the mother-lye contains soap,and more salt 
must be added. When the soap boils in large, 
fine golden yellow plates the operation is com- 
pleted. 

The steam is turned off, the boiler is covered 
warm and allowed to rest until the following 
day. Inthe meantime the lye has collected at 
the bottom, and can be drawn off by means of 
a stop-cock in the bottom of the boiler. When 
the boiler is not provided with an outflow tube, 
the lye is pumped out, or the soap, or the soap 
is dipped out; this is, however, rarely done, as 
most boilers are provided with an outflow at 
the bottom. If the tallow used was sufficiently 
pure, the final operation, settling, may now be 
proceeded with, but if the tallow contained im- 
purities the soap is converted into a paste with 
water, and is again salted out before settling. 
For this purpose water is added to the soap in 
the boiler while boiling, until it boils thin and 
produces bubbles. Then the boiler is covered 
while warm with cloths, and the soap is left to 
itself until the following morning, when the 
paste will have completely separated from the 
curd and will float on the top. Onthe next day 
the paste is first pumped into barrels, and then 
the soap is framed. The paste is salted out,and 
used in the following operation.—Seifenf.

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Tapioca. 


All pharmacists are familiar with the appear- 
ance and large granular masses of tapioca. The 
late Dr. Seeman was of opinion that its pecu- 
har lumpy form was due to the action of a pecu- 


liar kind of wood used in the _ prep- 
aration of the starch. Mr. James Col- 
lins, to whom this was mentioned, 


thought the explanation rather unlikely, 
and believed the conglomeration and alteration 
was owing to thestarch being partially changed 
into dextrine. While in the East he tried to 
clear up the matter, and at first with little suc- 
oess. He witnessed part of the process of pre- 
paring gambier and sago. In both cases wood- 
enandiron stirrers were employed; the first 
were of different kinds, no particular prefer- 
ence being given to any one sort, and the latter 
were most esteemed. 

In Malacca he saw the whole process relating 
to tapioca, from the fresh root stock to the 
finished product as packed for market. Arriv- 
ing at the manufactory, there were driving- 
bands above the visitors’ heads, streams of 
water flowing in every direction, glowing fires, 
anda hive of very scantily-clad Chinese. Droves 
of these coolies came from the fields, with bas- 
kets slung on poles filled with fresh roots 
stocks. These were washed in tubs in a con- 
stant stream of water, and then peeled like 
turnips. Next they were sliced in one machine 


provide feed for cattle and fowl, the last vari- 
ety mentioned will doubtless be found the best 
paying; when the purpose is to secure oil, only 
the best oil seed variety should be selected; 
and, as I have not experimented in this line for 
oil, Iam at a loss which variety to recommend. 
Experienced farmers and gardeners already 
know that the plant will readily grow in al- 
most every soil, but prefers light, calcareous 
land, unshaded in every respect. The quantity 
| of seed required for an acre is from four to six 
pounds. In some cases the seed is drilled into 
lines eighteen inches apart, and the plants are 
subsequently thinned out to thirty inches 
apart in rows, thus giving about eleven thou- 
sand plants to an acre, and each plant produces 
about one thousand seeds—the better sorts 
would probably produce many more. In Eng- 
land it is recommended that the sunfiower be 
earthed up when about one foot high, but it 
will require no further attention. It is said

Much bas been written during the past few 
years about the value of sunflower seed for 
feeding to fowls and sheep. The value of the 
leaves of the plant for feeding to horses has 
also been favorably noticed. A correspondent 
calls attention to the yalue of theseed for mak- 
ng oil. In his communication he writes: Care 
should be exercised in selecting sunflower 
seeds, as there isa very great difference in the 
number of flowers, and consequently in the 
number of seeds produced, at least so I have 
proved in my own garden, some varieties rang- 
ing from one to three flowers, while others will 
produce as many as fifty, sixty and seventy 
flowers on one stalk.

-Soda ash and crys- 
tals have also improved to a trifling extent, 
while the decision ef the Bleach Association 
Committce to resort to a further reduction, 
equal to a fortnight’s output, between now 
and the end of May, has had the effect of again 
forcing the price of bleaching powder up 
some iis per ton. Makers are generally now 
fully sold for this month, and business has been 
done for May at £8 per ton fo b Liverpool, 
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Ammonia products are still weak, with but 
little business passing. Metallic salts sell more 
freely without change in valuc. Acetate of 
lime, although in better request docs not move 
in price. Oxalic acid enjoys an increased in- 
quiry, and quotations are a shade firmer. 

Minerals—Brimstone continues to enjoy a 
moderate amount of attention, stocks in the 
hands of merchants being rather under the 
average. Recovered sulphur also eells steadily 
at late prices. There is less inquiry for china 
clay for early delivery, the chief consumers 
being under contract for the first half of the 
year. The demand for the Continent has aleo 
fallen off, the late shipments having more than 
apparently satisfied current requiremente. 
Talc offers freely at lower figures, but the de- 
mand is limited. Umber and ochre ecll slowly 
from stock at the out ports, 


Hong Kong. 


Under date of March 19, 1884, Messrs. 
Russell & Co. say: 

Kerosene Oil—During the fortnight under re- 
view considerable improvement has been ex- 
perienced in the demand, leading to some im- 
portant transactions at graduully hardening 
rates. Early in the interval about 12,000 cuses 
spot cargo were quitted at $1 80 per case, and 
soon afterwards two settlements of cargo afloat 
were concluded at the same figure, comprising 
about 20,000 cases per Raphael and a portion of 
the Northern Light’s cargo. Prices then ad- 
vanced to $185 per case, at which 2,000 to 3,000 
cases more changed hands, and at the closea 
further advance of 2i¢c has been established, 
$1 8734 per case being the ruling quotation. The 
demand now seems to have somewhat abated, 
but with a reduced stock in first hands, the 
tone of the marxet is firm. The Raphael ar- 
rived here on the 11th inst. 

Quicksilver—The demand is still languid, but 
prices are firmer, owing to the smalluess of the 
stock. About 200 flasks are reported us having 
changed hands at $54@54 50 per pccul, and the 
market closes strong at the latter quotation. 
The Amabic brought no suppliés. 

Camphor—There is scarcely any demand, and 
prices are somewhat nominal at $13 per picul 
for Formosa and $1425@1450 per picul for 
Japan packed. 

Stur Aniseed—250 piculs have been sold at $24 
@%4 25 per picul,and 350 piculs in stock are 
quoted at the same figure. Secd of good 
quality and suitable for export is very scarce. 

Star Aniseed Oil—Since last advices prices 
have considerably advanced, the closing quota- 
tion being $230 per picul. Sales of 115 piculs 
are reported, leaving about 120 piculs in stock. 

Cassia Oil—Without any apparent cause, 
holders have raised the price to $140 per picul, 
but buyers decline to operate at the enhanced 
quotation. 

Galangal—200 piculs have been taken at $2 75 
per picul, leaving no stock on offer. 

Saigon Cassia—Is quoted at $32 per picul, 
with sales of 300 piculs and about 100 piculs in 
stock, 


Under date of Mch. I7, 1884, Messrs. 
Arnhold, Kerberg & Co. say: 


Cassia—The market for cassia is very quiet 
and dealers would no doubt accept slightly 
lower offers if buyers were forthcoming.

Saigon Cassia—No business passing on xc- 
count of inferior quality of the goods on hand,

Hiogo. 
Under date of Mar. 25, 1884, Messrs. 
Meyer & Co. say: 

Kerosene—A very quiet tone has prevailed 
during the period under review, and no new 
sales have been reported. On the 7th inst the 
ship Florida arrived from Philadelphia, with 
51,500 cases Atlantic oil, of which 40,000 cases 
had been sold previous to arrival at $170 per 
case. The deliveriesof all brands since the 26th 
ultimo have been 94,000 cases, leaving to-day’s 
stock 572,828 cases. We make no change in quo- 
tations, which in the absence of traneaction re- 
main more or less nominal. The ship Ranier 
having been lost, with 73,000 cases, and the car- 
go of the Paul Revere sold in Hong Kong, has 
relieved our market of 134,000 cases, and will, 
no doubt, assist in a measure to strengthen 
prices. 

Camphor—Sales during the interval amount 
to about 1,800 piculs at prices ranging from 
$13 20@13 40; at the close our market is weak, 
and fora stock of 300 picuis the holder asks 
$13 20 per picul.

Beyond the usual jobbing demand, which 
has been rather better the past few days, there 
is not much to be said as regards many of the 

leading dyes. Indigoes are in better request, 

while cochineal remains very quiet. The stock 
of gambier has been further increased by the 
arrival of the Sokoto at Boston with 3600 bales. 

Cutch is steady,and the same may be said of 

the various grades of extracts. 

Cutch continues in full supply at the mo- 
ment, while the demand is only moderate. 
Prices, however, continue steady and show no 
marked variations. Sales are reported of 150 
bales of SM from dock at 6440, and 175 cs of MM 
slab at 6 1-16@6%e. The Woodburn with 1000 
bgs is just at hand. 

Gambier, under advices of a firmer market 
in London, which has advanced 434d, is strong- 
er here, especially for lots on way which are 
now held firm at 5%c. Thw arrival of the Sok- 
oto at Boston with 3600 bls may ease up the 
market, though this is not expected, as the 
larger part of her cargo was placed some 
months ago to arrive. Sales are reported here 
of 850 bis trom store at 6@64c, as to quantity. 
Messrs. Russell & Higginson in their circular 
under date of May Ist, give the stock in New 
York and Boston as being 9000 bales; to arrive 
and due by September Ist, 12,900 bales, 

Indigocs are not active, though there has 

been a good consumptive demand during the 
past few days. Prices are held firm under ad- 
vices of a better feeling in London since the 
sales. Guatemalas are in light stock, with salcs 
reported of 10 cer at 7234@80c, as to quantity. 
Bengals are steady at 80c@$175, as to grade 
and quantity. Manilla is quoted at 0@75c and 
Madras at 55@75e, as to quantity and grade. 
Mesers. Hors & Erdmann, in their circular un- 
der date of London, April 25, say: “Our sec- 
ond periodical sales of East India indigo this 
year began on Monday the 2ist inst, and lasted 
until this evening. They embraced a total 
quantity of 12,160 chests; 4687 were sold in the 
room and about 1100 privately, and the fact 
that so large a quantity as'800 chests sold is the 
only favorable feature of this auction. Itcon- 
sisted principally of Kurpahs, from best to low- 
est useful medium grades predominating. The 
owners, mostly natives, who shipped them on 
consignment, were pressing sellers, and there 
being already three steamers in port witha 
further 2000 chests since the catalogue had 
been printed; we need hardly say that there was 
no scramble for this description, but that we 
could have bought a very fair Cuddapah, little 
rough in paste or uneven but colory, at 3s 1d@ 
333d. In pointof fact the principal interest 
centered in Kurpahs, as it was a foregone con- 
clusion that the heavy quantity of Bengals and 
Oudes were rather intended to be shown than 
forced off on buyers, who bave scarcely had 
time to digest their previous purchases. The 
consequence was a large withdrawal, mostly of 
Calcutta kinds, but when useful Bengal did 
sell, it realized fully January rates. The unfa- 
vorable reports from Culcutta about next crop 
telegraphed by reporters connected and not 
connected with the trade, without creating 
much sensation have certeinly imparted confi- 
dence to some of the largest holders. Several 
parcels of Bimlipatams, which passed the ham- 
mer on the third and fourth day of the sales, 
sold with great spirit, mostly to German buy- 
ers, at par to 3d advance. Dry leaf Madras was 
more plentiful than in January, but medium 
light colory sorts were still relatively scarce, 
and though slightly lower, there was, on an av- 
erage, hardly a fall of a penny or two on this 
class of indigo.” 

There has only been a moderate demand for 
the various grades of cochineal since our last. 
What few sales are being made are for jobing 
orders, which are booked at prices within the 
range of our quotations. 

Turmeric, at the moment, is in light request, 
with the stock inexcess of the demand, The 
recent arrival is still uorslod and held nominal- 
ly at 5}¢c, though a bid of 544c has been solic- 
ited for the invoice. Powdered continues very 
dull with only a limited business reported at 
6}4@65éc as to quantity. 

The market for nutgalls has not quotably 
changed since our last report and a fine trade 
fs in progress in & jobting way. Chinese are 
still obtainable at l4c and blues are rather firm 
at 15@l6c as to quantity and quality. 

Sicily sumac is in limited demand at the 
present time of writing, orders being merely of 
a jobbing nature, $95 00@100 00 being the asking 
figures as to brand and quality. Virginia is in 
very fair request, prices ranging from $3500@ 
80 00 as to brand and time of delivery. 

Blood albumen is firm and fairly active at 
13}éc as to quantity. Egg is rather quict and 
inactive at presegt with a range in prices of 
from 40@45c as t@ size of order. 

For both Scotgh and American bichromate 
there is a g consumption demand with 
prices steady for cither at 10}4@11c as to quan- 
tity and date of delivery. 

American yellow prussiate of potash has 
beon in good request during the past few days 
with sales reported of 15 es at 23}¢c, and 5 cs of 
red at 47@48c as to size of crystal. Scotch yel- 
low is quiet at 24}¢c. 

There is no change in the position of alizarine
